' Nexttothelſe Nine Altars was the goodly 
| Monument of St. Cuthbert, adjoyning to the 
Quire and the high Altar on che' Welt, and 
reaching towards the nine Altars on the Eaft, 
-: and rowards the North and South, contain- 
| ing the breadth of the Quire in quadrant 
form; inthe mid{t whereot his ſacred Shrine 
was cxalted, with moſt curious workman- 
ſhip of fine and coſtly green Marble, all 
lined and gilt with gold, having four ſeats, 
| or placesconvenient, underneath the Shrine, 
for the Pilgrims, or lame men ſetting on 
their knees, ro lean and reſt on inthe time of 
rheir devont Offerings, and fervent prayers 
'} ro God, and Holy St, Cuthbert, for his mi- 
{} raculons relief and fſuccour z which being 
never wanting, made the Shrine to be fo 
richly inveſted, that ir was eſteemed one of 
{{ the moſt ſumpruous Monuments in all Exg- 
land, ſo great were the Offerings and Jewels 
i beſtow'd upon it; and noleſs rhe miracles, 
W char were done by it, even ia theſe latter

Ar which 
Solemnity the Prior, and the Convent did 
keep open Houſhold in the Frater-bouſe, and 
dined alogether on that day, and no day elſe 
in the year, And at this Feaſt, and certain 
other Feitival dayes, in time of Divine Ser- 
vice, they were accuſtomed ro draw up the 
cover of Se. Cuthbert's Shrine, being of 
Wainſcor , whereunto was faften'd, unto 
every corner of the {aid cover, to a loop of 
Iron, a very ſtrong cord, which cords were 
all faſen'd rogerhcr ar the end over the mid(k 
of the cover; and a ſirong Rope was faſten'd 
unto the loops, or binding of the ſaid cord z 
which Rope did run up and down in 4 pulley 
undcr the Vault, above Sr. CuthLert's Fereto-» 
ry, for the drawing up of the cover of St. - 
Cuthbert's Shrine, And the ſaid Rope was 
falten'd ro a loop of Iron to the North Pil- 
' ar of the Fercrory, having very fine ſound- 
ing ſilver Bells faften'd to the ſaid Rope 3 
which, at the drawing up of the cover, m_

ſuch a goodly ſonnd, that it irr'd all the 
Peoples hearrs within the Church to repair 
unto 1t, and to make their prayers unto God, 
and the Holy man, Sr. Cuthbert, And thar 
the beholders might ce the glory and orna- 
ments thereof , the ſaid coyer had at every 
corner two hoops of Iron made taſt to every 
corner of the Cover, which did run up and 
down on four round itaves of Iron, when ir 
was drawing, which were made faſt in every 
corner of the Marble that St. Cuthbert's 
Cofhn did lyc upon 3 which ſaid cover on 
the our-fide was all over very finely, and ar- 
tificially giltz and alſo on either fide of the 
ſaid covcr were painted four lively Images, 
curiouſly wrought, and miraculous to all the 
beholders thereof.

And the in-fide of the 
ſaid cover was all varniſhed and colour'd 
with a moſt fine ſanguine colour, that the 
Beholders might ſec all the glory, andallthe 
ornaments thereof z and at every corner of 
the ſaid cover” there was a lock to lock it 
down, from opening and drawing the ſame 


up. 

"Alſo within the ſaid Feretory , on both 
North ard South fide, there were Ambries 
of fine Wainſcor, varniſhed and finely pain- 
red, and gilr over with fine little Images, very 
beautiful ro behold, forthe Reliques belong- 
ing to St. Cuthbert to lye in. And withinthe 
ſaid Ambries did lye all the holy Reliques 
that were offcred to that Holy man, St. Cuth- 
bert ; and when his Shrine was drawn, the 
ſaid Ambrics were opened, that every man 
that came thither at that time might ſce the 
holy Reliques therein, So that the 
coſtly Reliques and Jewels that were in the 
ſaid Ambrics, and allthe other Reliques that 
hung about within the {aid Ferctory, upon 
the Iron there, were accounted the moſt 
{umptuous, and richeſt Jewels in all this 
Land; with the bountifulncſs of the fine lit- 
tle Images which ſtood in the French Pierre,

| Bulls Head {ct upon the height, and on the

| French pterre, were made at the charges of 
Fobn, Lord Neuwil, as may appear at large,

Ar the Eaſt end of Sr. Cuthbert's Feretory 
were wrought upon the height of the Irons, 
| towards the Nine Altars, very fine Candle-

The King of Scot's Ancient, and his Ban- 
ner, with rhe Lord NeviFs Banner, and di- 
vers other Noble-mens Ancients , were all 
brought ro St. Cuthbert's Feretory, and there 
the ſaid Lord Nevill did make his Petition to 
God, and rhart holy man, Sr. Cuthbert, and 
did offer Jewels and Banners to the Shrine of 
the Holy and Blefled man, St. Cuthbert, with- 
in the Ferctory, And there the ſaid Ban- 
ners and Ancicnts ſtood, and hung till the 
ſuppreſſion of rhe Houſe. The Lord Ne- 
wvi1's Banner-ſtaft was done about with Iron, 
from the midſt upward, and did ſtand, and 
was bound to the Irons on the North-end of 
the Feretory ; and the King of Scor's Banner 
was bound tothe midſt of the ſaid Irons,and 
did hang on the midi of the Alley of the 
Nine Altars, and was faſten'd to a loop of 
Iron being . in a Pillar under St. Catbarrne's 
Window, in the Eaſt end of the Church.

| IntheEaſtend of the Quire joyning upon 
| St. Cuthbert's Feretory, ſtood the high Altar, 
| the goodlieſt 1n all the Church, being a very 
Rich thing, with many precious and coſtly 
Ornaments appertaining to it, as well for 
| every principal day, as for every of our La- 
| dy's. dayes. The ſaid High Altar, and St. 
| Cuthbert's Ferctory, is all of the French Prer- 
| ye, curiouſly wrought , both in-{1de , and 
| out-fide, withfair Images of Alabaſter, and 
{ gilt, being called in the Ancient Hiſtory,the 
| Lardoſe ; the ſaid curious workmanſhip of 
| the Freach Pterre, or Lardoſe, rcaching in 
| height almoſt to the middle Vault, and con- 
taining the breadrch of the Quire in length. 
In the midſt whereof, right over the ſaid 
| High Altar, were artificially plac'd, in very 
| fine Alabaſter, the Vicure of our Lady 
| Randing in the midſt, and the Picture of St. 
| Cuthbert on one fide, and the Picture of Sr. 
Oſwald on the orher, all richly gilt. And at 
either end of the ſaid Altar was a wand cf 
Iron faſten'd in the Wall , whereon did

daily. The daily Ornaments that were hun 
both before the Altar, and above, were 
rcd Velyer, with great flowers ef gold in 
embroider'd work, with many goodly Pict= 
ures beſides, - very finely gilt : bur the Orna- 
ments for the principal Feaſt,- which was the 
Aſſumption of our Lady , -were all white 
Damask, all beſet with Pearl, and precious 
Stones 3 which made che Ornaments more 
glorions to behold. 

Within the Quire, over the high Altar, 
hung a rich, and moſt ſumpruous Canopy 
for the Bleſled Sacrament ro hang within it, 
which had rwo Irons faſten'd in the French 
Pterre very finely gilt, which held the Cano- 
py overthe midit of the ſaid high Altar that 
the P:x did hang in, that it could not ſtir,nor 
move ; whercon did ſtand a Pelican, all of 
Silver, upon the height of the ſaid Canopy, 
finely gilr,giving her blood to her young ones, 
in token of Chriſt, who gave his blood for rhe 
{ins of the World; and it was goodly ro be- 
hold, for the Bleſſed Sacrament to hang in. 
And the Pix, whcrein the Bleſſed Sacrament 
did hang, was of pure gold,curiouſly wrought 
of Gold-ſmith's work ; and the white cloath 
that hung over the Pix was of very fine —_—

And when the Monks 
went to ſay, or fing high Maſs, they pur on 
their Veſtments in the Reveſtry, both the 
Epiſtlers and the a wg 3 they were al- 
waycs reveſted in the ſame place. And when 
the Office of the Maſs was begun to be ſung, 
and the other ewo Monks following him, all 
three arow at the South Quire door , and 
there did ſtand to the Gloria Patri of the Of- 
fice of the Maſs, begun to be ſung. And 
then, with great Reverence and Devotion, 
they went all chree up to the high Alcar ; and 
one of the Vergers ti1at kept the Reveſtry did 
go bc fore them witi a ripe ſtaff in his hand,as 
it was his Office 1010 do, bowing themſelves 
moii revercatly to the Bleſſed Sacrament of 
the Altar; che one on the one fide of him 
that ſaid Maſs, and the other on the ooh

Alſo the Golpeller did carry a marvellous 
fair Book, which had tae Goſpels and Epi- 
ſtlesin it, and did lay ir on the Altar 3 which 
Book had on the our-{ide of rhe covering rhe 
PiQure of our Saviour Chriſt all of Silver, 
of Gold-ſmich's work, all parcel-gilr, yery 
fine to behold 3 which Book did ſerve for the 
Pax in the Maſs. The Epiſtler, when he 
had ſung the Epiſtle, did lay the Book again 
upon the Altarz and afterward, when the 
Goſpel was ſung, the Goſpeller laid ie down 
upon the Altar Rewile untill the Maſs was 
done, Maſs bcing ended, they went all 
three into the Reveſiry, from whence they 
came, and carried the Book with them z and 
one of the Vergers meeting them art the Sourch 
Quire door, = the ſame ſort, wentbefore 
them into the Reveſtry. 
There perrained alſo cothe high Altar two 
oodly Cialices, one of gold, che other of 
Dlver, double gilt, and all the fooe of ir ſer 
full of precious ſkones. That of gold was 
for principal dayes, and the other to ſerve 
every day. Likewiſe there were pertaining 
tothe ſaid high Alrar two goodly great Ba- 
ſons of ſilver; one for principal dayes, double 
gilt, a great large one 3 and the ocher Balon 
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for every day, not ſolarge, being parcel-gilt, 
and cngravenall over 3 and two great Crew- 
ers of 1i]vcr, containing quarts apiece, parcel- 
gilt, and graven all over; and Other rwo lefler 
Crewets for every day, all of ſilver ; one 
pair of ſilver Cenſers for every day, and two 
pair of (ilver Cenſers for every double Feaſt, 
doublegiltz and two pair of filver Cenfers, 
parcel-gile, and the Chains alſo, for every 
principal day, withtwo Ships of filver, par- 
cel-gilt, for principal dayes, and other two 
of {11ver ungult for every day, to carry Frank- 
incenſe in; and two filver double-gilt Can- 
dleſticks for two Tapers very finely wrought, 
of three quarters height, to be taken aſunder 
with wreſts; other two filver Candleſticks 
for every dayes Service, parcel-gtlt, with 

oodly, and rich, and ſumptuous Furniture, 
or every Feſtival day, of changeable ſuits. 
Divers of the Veſtments were ſct all round 
about with Pearl,Stoles, and Fannels, There 
were alſo other very rich and coſtly Jewels 
and Ornaments pertaining to the ſaid high 
Altar. 

There were allo tio Crofles to be born on 
principal dayes for Proceſſion; one all of 
gold, and the ſtaff ir ſtood in was of: __

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and of Gold-{mith's work, very curiouſly, 
and very finely wrought, and double gilr. 
The other Croſs was of filver, and double 

ilr, and the ſtaff was of wood, after the 
| workmanſhip , and double gilt alſo. 
There was another Croſs of Chryftal, that 
ſcrved for every day in the week, There 
was born before the Croſs, every principal 
day, a Holy-warter-font, all of filver, very 
finely engraven, and parcel-gilt z whichone 
of the Novices did carry. 

In the North-fide of the Quire there is an 
Ambrie nigh to the high Altar, faſten'd in 
the Wall, tor to lay any thing 1n pertaining 
to the high Altar, 

There 15 likewiſe another Ambric in the 
South fide of the Quire, nigh the high Al- 
rar, encloſed in the Wall, to ſcrt the Chali- 
ces and Baſons, and the Crewets in, that 
they did miniſter withal at the high Maſs ; 
with locks and keyes for the ſame Ambries. 

Ar the North end of che high Altar there 
was a goodly fine Lanterng or Lettcron, of 
Braſs, where they ſung the Epiſtle and Goſ- 
pel, with a great Pelican on the hcight of ir, 
finely gilt, billing her blood our of her breaſt, 
to feed her young ones, and her wings ſprea4

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| abroad, whereon did lye the Book, in which 
'/| they ſung the Epiſtle, and the Goſpel. Is 
I'! was thought to be the goodlicft Letreron of 
| Brafs in all this Countrey, It was all to be 
eaken aſunder with wreſts, every joynt, one 
from the other. 

Alſo there was lower down in the Quire 
atother Lantern of Braſs, nor ſo curiouily 
wrought, ſtanding in the midft againſt the 
Stalls, a marvellousfair one, of Braſs, with 
an Eagle on the height of ir, and her wings 
{| ſpread abroad z whereon the Monks did lay 
I cheir Books, when they ſung their Legends 
| ar Mattins, or at other times of Scrvice. 

{ Beforethe high Altar, within the Quire 
above-mentioned, were three marvellous 
tair ſilver Balons, hanging in chains of filvers 
one of rhem did hang on the South fide of 
the Quire, above the ſteps'that go up to the 
high Altar ; the ſecond on the North fide, 
oppoſite to the former z and the third in the 
midit berwixt them both, and juſt before the 
high Alcar. Theſe three filyer Baſons had 
latren Baſons within them , having pricks 
for Serges, or great waxen Candles to itand 
on, the Latten Baſons being to receive the 
drops of the three Cuidles, which did burn 
continually, 
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continually, 'day and night, in token that the 
Houſe was alwayes watching to God. 

There was alſo another (ilver Baſon,which 
hung in filyer Chains before the Sacrament 
of the forcſaid high Altar, but nearer to the 
Altar than the others, hanging almoſt over 
the Prieſt's back z which was only lighted in 
time of Maſs, and, that ended , extin- 
guiſhed, 

There was further a - goodly Monument, 
belonging to the Church, called the Paſchal z 
which was wont to be ct up in the Quire 
and there to remain from the 7 burſday,called 
Maundy-Tharſaay, betore Eafter, till the 
wedneſday after Aſcention-day, It ſtood up- 
on a four-ſquare thick plank of wood, againſt 
che firſt greeſe, or ſtep, hard behind the three 
Baſons of filver that hung before the high 
Alrar. Inthe midſt of the ſaid greele is a 
nick, wherein one of the corners of the ſaid 
plank was placed; and at every corner of 
the ſaid plank was an Iron Ring, whercunto 
the foot of the Paſchal was adjoyned, repre- 
ſenting the Piures of the four flying Dra- 
gons; as allo the Piftures of the four Evan- 
geliſts, above the top of the Dragons, under» 
neath the nerhermoſt Boſs; all ſupportirg 
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the whole Paſchal ; and the four quarters have 
! been four Chryital tones, & in the four {mall 
| Dragons fore-neads four Chryltal ſtones; as 
by the holes do appear. And on every fide of 
_ che four Dragons there is curious Antick- 
work; as Beaſts, and Men upon Horſes backs, 
with Bucklers, Bows,Shafts, and Knors, with 
broad leaves ſpread upon the knots, very finely 
wrought; all being of moſt fine, and curious 
Candleſtick-meral,or Larten-meral,gliiiering 
as the gold it ſelf, having ſix Candlcſticks for 
flowers, of Candleſtick-meral, coming trom 
it, three on either (ide; whereon did ftand, 
inevery of the ſaid flowers, or Candleſticks, 
a Taper of wax. Andon the height of the 
ſaid Candleſticks, or Paſchal of Latten,was 
a fair large flower, being the principal flow- 
er, Which was the ſeventh Candlcſtick. The 
Paſchal, in Latitude, did contain almoſt the 
breadth of the Quire 3 in Longitude, ir did 
extend to the height of the lower Vault, 
whercon did ſtand a long picce of wood , 
reaching within a mans length to the upper 
Vaulr, or Root of - the Churchs whercon 
did ſtand a great long ſquared Taper of wax, 
call-d the Puſchalz kaving a fine conveyance 
tkrovgh the Root of che Churchto light the 
Taper 
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Taper withal. In concluſion, the Paſchal 
was eſteemed to be one of the rareſt Monu- 
ments in all England. 


The P aſſton. 


Within the Abbey-Church of Durham , 
upon Good-Fryday, there was marvellous {0- 
lemn Scrvice, in which ſcrvice time, after 
the Paſſion was ſung, wo of the Ancient 
Monks took a goodly large Crucifix, all of 
Gold, of the Picure of our Saviour Chrilt, 
nayled upan the Croſs, laying ir upon a 
Velver Cu(hion, having Sr, C#thbert's Arms 
upon it, a{l embroider'd withgold, bringing 
it berwixe them upon the Cuſhion to the 
loweſt grecſes, or ſteps in the Quire, and 
there betwixt rem did hold the ſaid Picture 
of our Saviour, fitting on cither fide. of ir, 
And then one of the ſaid Monks did rife, and 
went a pretty ſpace from it, and ſerting him- 


{cf upon his knees, with his ſhooes put off, * 


very revcrently, he crept upon his knees un- 
to the ſaid Crofs, and moſt revercntly did 
kiſs it; and aftcr him the other Monks did fo 
likewiſe, and then they ſate down on ether 
fide of the ſaid Croſs, holding it betwixt 
them. Aftcrwars, the Prior came forth of 
his 
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his Stall, and did fir him down upon his knees, 
f with his ſh@ocs off in like ſort, and did creep 
L-alſo unto the ſaid Croſs, and all the Monks 


afrer him, 'one after another , in the ſame | 


manner, and order ; in the mean time the 
whole Quire {inging a Hymn. 

The Setvice being ended , the ſaid two 
Monks carried the Croſs to the Sepulchre 
with great Reverencez ( which Sepulchre was 
fer up in the Morning on the North fide of 
che Quire, nigh unto the high Altar, before 
the Service time, ) and there did lay it within 
the ſaid Sepulchre , with great Devotion , 


| with another PiQure of our Saviour Chriſt, 


in whoſe Breaſt they did incloſe, with great 
reverence, the moſt holy, and Bleſſed Sacra- 
ment of the Altar, Cenfing, and praying un- 
to it upon their knees a great ſpace; and ſer- 
ting ewo Tapers lighted before it, which did 
burn till Eafter-day in the Morning, at which 
time it wastaken forth. 


The Reſurrefion. 


There was inthe Abbey-Church of Dur- 
ham very ſolemn Service upon E aſfter-day, be- 
twixt three and four ct the Clock in the mor- 
ning, 
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ning, in honour of the Reſurreon 5 where 
rwo of the Eldeſt Monks of the Quire came 
ro the Sepulchre, ſer up upon Good-Fryday , 


' after the Paſſion, all cover'd withred Velver, 


and embroider'd with gold , and chen did 
Cenle it, cither of the Monks with a pair of 
ſilver Cenſers, ficting on their knees before 
the Sepulchre. Then they both riſing, came 
to the Sepulchre, our of which, with great 
reverence, they took a marvellous beautiful 
Image of our Saviour, repreſenting the Re- 
ſorreion, with a Crofs in tus hand, in the 
breaſt whereot was encloſed, in moſt bright 
Chryſtal, the holy Sacrament of the Altar x 
through the which Chryſtal the Bleſſed 
Hoſt was coti{picuous to the beholders. Then 
after the Elevation of the ſaid PiRure car- 
rieJ by the ſaid rwo Monks upon a fair Vele 
vet Cuſhion, all embroider'd, ſinging the 
Antheme of Chriſtus R-ſargens, they brought 
it to the high Altar, ſcrting it on the midſt 
thercof, the rewo Monks kneeling before the 
Altar, and Cenfing ir all the time that the 
reſt of the whole Quire were lingirg the 
torelaid Antheme - of Chriflus Reſurgens : 
Which Antieme bcing ended , the ewa 
Monks took up the Cuſhion and Picture 
from 
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from the Altar, ſupporting it betwixt them, 
and procceding in proceſhon from cc high 
Altar to the South Quire door, wire thicre 
were four Ancient Gentlemcn belonging to 
the Prior, appointcd to attend their coming, 
holding up a moſt rich Canopy of purple 
Velvet, taffell'd round about with red 
ſilk, and a goodly gold fringe ; and ar cver 
corner of the Canopy did itand one of cheſs 
Ancient Gentlemcn, to bar it over the ſaid 
Images, withthe holy Sacrament carried by 
the two Monk» round about the Church, the 
whole Quire waiting upon ir, with goodly 
Torches, and great ſtore of other lights ; all 
ſinging, rejoycing, and praying to God moſt 
devourly, till rhey came to the high Altar 
azainz upon which they placed the ſaid Ima- 
ges, there to remain till Aſcention-day. 
Lodouic de bello Monte, Biſhop of Durbam, 
lieth buried before the high Altar in the 
Quire, under a moſt curious, and ſumpru- 
ous Marble ftonz , which he prepar'd for 
himſelt, before he died, being adorned with 
moſt excelient workmanſhip ot Braſs, where- 
in hc was mol{Fexccllenly,and lively PiRtur'd, 
as he was accu tomed to fing, or ſay Maſs , 


with his Mitre on his head, and his crotier- 
ſtaft 
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ſtaff in his hand, with two Angels finely 
pictur'd ; one on the one fide of his head, 
and the other on the other ſide, with Cen- 
ſers in their hands Cenfing him 3 and con- 
raining alſo maſt exquiſite Piures and Ima- 
ges of the twelve Apoſtles, divided, and bor- 
dcred On either fide of him 3 and next them 
are border'd, on cither fide of the twelve A- 
poſtles, in another border, the Piures of 
his Anceſtors, in their Coats of Arms, be- 
ing of the Blood-Royal of Fraxce; and his 
own Arms of Fraxce, being a white Lyon 
placed upon the breaſt of his Veſtment, un- 
derneath the verles of his breaſt, with Flow- 
er-de-|uces about the Lyon, the two Lyons 
picur'd;one under the one foot of him,and a- 
nother under the other foot, ſupporting, and 
holding up his Crofier-ſtaff, his fcer adjoyn= 
ing, and Rtanding upon the ſaid Lyons; and 
other two Lyons under them, in the nether- 
moſt border of all, being moſt artificially 
wrought, and ct forth, all in Braſs, moſt 
curiouſly and beaurifully,in the ſaid Through 
of Marble , wherein was graven 1n Braſs 
ſuch Divine, and Celeſtial ſayings of the 
Holy Scripture, which he had peculiarly ſe- 
le&ed for his ſpiritual conſolation, at ſuch 
time 
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time as it ſhould pleaſe Almighty God to 
call him our- of this Mortality; whereof 
{ome of them are legible to theſe dayes zas 
thelc that tollow.

There were three pair of Organs belon- 
ging to the ſaid Quire, for maintenance of 
Gods Service , and the better celebrating 
thereof. One of the faireſt pair of the three 
ſtood over the Quire door, only opencd ,

-pipes bcing all of moſt fine wood, and | 


workmanſhip very fair, partly gilt upon the 
in-{ide, and the outr-fide of the leaves and 
covers up to the top, with branches, and 
flowers finely gilt, with the name of Jeſss 
gilr with Gold, There were but two pair 
more of them in all England of rhe ſame 
making 3 one in Tort, and another in Pauls, 
Alſo there was a Lantern of wood like 
unto a Pulpit, ſtanding, and adjoyning tothe

The {ſecond pair ſtood on the North fide 
of the Quire, being never play'd upon, bur 
when the tour Doctors of the Church were 


read, viz, Auguſtine, Ambroſe, Gregory.,- 


and Ferome, being a pair of fair large Or- 
gans, called the Cryers, The third pair were 
daily uſcd at ordinary Service, 

There did lye on the high Altar an excel- 
lent fine Book, very richly covered with gold 
and filvery containing the names of all the 
Benctaors towards St. Cutbbert's Church , 
from the firſt Original Foundation thercof ; 


the very Letters of the Book being, for the | 


moſt part, all gilt, as is apparent in the ſaid 
Book till chis day, The laying that Book on 
the high Altar, did ſhew how highly they 
eſteemed their Founders and BenefaQtors ; 
and the Quoridian remembrance they had of 
them, in the time of Maſs, and divine Scr- 
vice. And this did argue, nor only their 
-gratitude, bur allo a moſt divine and chari- 
table affcfion to the ſouls of their BenefaQ- 
ors, as well dead, asliving ; which Book is

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| both the King, and his Horſe to the ground, 
| He being much diſmay'd therear, d1d caſt 
| back his tands berwixt the rynes of the ſaid 
Hart, to itay himſelt 3 and then, and there, 
the ſaid Crol+ moſt ftrangely, and moſt won- 
| drouſly fl;ppe into ene King's Hands 3 at the 
view wherect the Harc unmediarely vaniſh- 
[ ed away, and was never icen after , no 
| man knowing certainly what metal , or 
| wood tne-ſaid Crols was made of. In the 
| place where that Miracle was ſo wrought 
{ doth now ſpring a Fountain, called the Kood- 
' Well, And the next night atter that the-ſaid 
| Croſs ſo bechanced unto him, the ſaid King 
| was charged, and warned in his {lcep, by a 
| Viſion, to build an Abbey in the fame place; 
which he moſt diligently obſerved, as a true 
M.ſſage from Almighty God; and fo did 
| ſend for Work-men into Fraxce,and Flanders, 


| Canons Regular, and Dedicated the ſame in 
| honour of the Croſs, and placed the ſaid 
| Co's moſt ſumptuoufly, and richly in the 

ſid Abbey, there to remain as a moſt re- 


nowned Monument, And it ſo there remained, 
till 


| who at their coming were retained, and did . |

till the ſaid King, the night before he addreſ- 

ſed him forward to the ſaid Bartcl, was in a 
Dream admoniſhcd, that in any wiſe he 
ſhould not attempt to ſpoil, or violate the 
Church Goods of St. c uthbert, or any thing 
that appertained unto that Houly Saint ; which 
for that he moſt contemprucuſly, and pre- 
{ampruouſly did diflain, and contemn, vio- 
lating, and deſtroying, ſo much as he could, 
the {aid Goods and Lands belonging to St, 
Cuthbert, he was not only puniſhed by God 
Almighty by his own Caprivuy, being taken 
atthe ſame Bartel, in the Field, and therein 
ſore wounded, having firſt valiantly tought 
but there were allo taken with him four 
Earls, two Lords, the Arch-Biſhop of Sr. 
Andrews, one other -Biſhop, one Knight , 
with many others ; and in the fame Barrel | 
were lain ſeven Earls of Scotland, belides | 
many Lords, and Scoth-mer, tothe number | 
of , one and other, fifteen thouſand z as | 
alſo by the loſs of the ſaid Croſ+, which was 
taken upon him, and many other moſt excel- | 
lent Jewels, and Monumcnts, which were | 
brought from Scotland; as his own Banner, 
and other Noble-mens Ancients, all which 
were offcr'd up at the Shrine of St. Cuthlert, 
tor | 
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| for the beautifying, and adorning thereof, 
together wich the Black Rood of Scotland, 
| fo termed, with Mary, and Fob made of 
filver z being, as it were, ſmoaked ail over; 
| which was placed, and ſer up moft exaRtly in 
| che Pillar next St. Cuthbert's Shrine; in the 
| South Allcy of the ſaid Abbey; And ſhortly 
after that, the faid Prior cauſed a goodly ; 
| and ſumptuous Banner to be made with pipes 
| of ſilver, tobe put on a ſtaff, being five yards 
| long, with a device to take oft and on the 
| ſaid Pipes art pleaſure, and to be kept in a 
| Cheſtin the Feretory, when they were taken 
down 3 which Banner was (hew'd; and car- 
| ried inthe ſaid Abbey on Feſtival, and prin- 
| cipal dayes. On the height of the over-moſt 
Pipes was a fair pretty Crols, ot filyer, and 
a wand of filver, having a fine wrought 
knob of filver ar either end, that went under- 
neath the Banner-cloath, whercunto the Ban= | 
ner-cloath was faſtened, and ryed 3 which 
wand was of the thickneſs of a man's finger, 
and at cirher end of the faid wand there 
was a fine ſilver Bell, The wand was faſten'd 
by the middle to the Banner-ſtaff, hard un- 
der the Croſs; the Banner-cloath was a 
yard broad, and five quarters deep z and the 

| nerher 
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yerher part of it was indented in five parts, 
and tring'd, and made faſt all about with red 
filk, and gold. And alſothe ſaid Banner- 
cloath was made of red Velvet, on both fides\/ 
moſt ſumptuouſly embroider'd, and wrought | 
with flowcrs of green filk and gold ; and in; 
the midit of the ſaid Banner-cloath was the 
ſaid holy Rel1que, and Corporax-cloath in- 
cloſed, and placed thereinz which Corporaxs- | 
cloath was covered over with white Velver, 
half a yard ſquare every way, having a red! 
Crols, of red Velvet, on both ſides over the 
ſame holy Relique , moſt artificially , and| 
cunningly comptled, and framed, being fine-| 
ly fringed about the skirts and edges with! 
fringe of red filk, and gold, and three littke 
fine filver Bells faften'd to the sKirrs of the 
ſaid Banner-cloath, like unto ſacring-Bells; 
and being ſo ſumptuouſly finiſhed, and ab- | 
ſolurcly perfected, was dedicated to holy St. | 
Cuthbert, to the intent, and purpoſe, that} 
the ſame ſhould be preſented, and carried | 
alwayes after roany Bartel,as occafion ſhould } 
lervez and which was never carried, or | 
ſhew'd at any Bartel, but, ky the eſpecial | 
grace of God Almighty, and the Mediation 
of holy- St, Cuthbert, it brought home the 
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Victory, Which Banner-cloath, after the 
diſſolution of the Abbey, fell into the pol- 
ſeffion of one Dean whittingham; whoſe 
Wife, called Catharine, being a French- 
woman, as is moſt credibly reported by thoſe 
who were cyc-wttneſles, did moſt injuriouſly 
burn, and conſume the ſame in her firez to 
the notable contempt, and diſgrace of all 
Ancient, and godly Reliques. 

Furthcr on the Weſt fide of the City of 
Durbam, there was a moſt notable, famous, 
and goodly large Croſs, of Stone-work , 
ercted, and ſet up, tothe honour of God, 
and for the Victory had, ſhortly aftcr the 
Bartel of Durham, in the ſame place where 
the Battel was fought ; called, and known by 
the name of Nevell's Crols, as having becn 
ſet up at the <oft and charges of the ſaid 

Lord Ralph Nevell, being one of the moſt 
excellent, and chief perſons in the ſaid Bat- 
tel, and Ficld, Which Croſs had ſeven 
ſteps about every way {quare to the Sockets, 
that the ſtalk of the Croſs did ſtand in;zwhich 
Socket was made faſt to a four-ſquare broad 
ſtone, being the ſole, or bottom-ttone, of a 
large thickneſs,thatche Socket did ſtand upon, 
whuch is a yard and an half ſquare about every 
way, 


\ 
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way; which ſtone was one of the ſteps, and 
the eighthin number. Alſo the ſaid Sockee 
was made faſt with Iron and Lead to the ſaid 
ſole-ſtone 1n every ſide of the ſaid corner of 
the Socker-ſtone, which was three quarters 
deep, and a yard anda quarter ſquare abour 
every way, aud the ſtalk of the Croſs going 
upward, containing in length-three yards and 
a hait up to the Boſs, being eight-ſquare 
abour, all of one piece. of ſtone, from the 
Socker thar it did ſtand on, rothe Boſs abovs, 
into the which Boſs the ſaid ſtalk was deeply 
{oldered with Lead, and Solder. In the 
midſt of the ſtalk, in every ſecond ſquare , 
was the Nevel['s Crols, in a Scuxcheon,being 
the Lord Nevel's Arms, very finely cur our, 
and wrought,in that ſaid ſtalk of ſtone. Alfo 
the nether end of the ſtalk was ſolder'd deep 
in che hole of rhe ſaid Socker that ir did ſtand 
in with Lead, and Solder ; and at everyof 
the four corners of the ſaid Socket below , 
was one of the Pictures of the four Evange- 
lifts, Matthew, Mark, Luke, and Fobs, very 
finely ſer forth, and carved inftone, Maſon- 
work. And on the height of the faid fialk 
did ſtand a moſt large J- Pols, of ſtone, 
being eighr-ſquare, round abour finely cur 
D our, 
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out, and borgered, and marvellous curiouily 
wrought; and in every {quare of the nerher 
fide of thc Bois, in the Maſon's work, was 
the Nevells Crofs in a Scurcheon, in one 
{quare., and -the Bull's Head , having no 
Scutcheon, in another ſquare z and ſo conti- 


nued in every ſquare after the ſame ſort round | 


about the Boſs. And on the height of the 
ſaid Boſs, having a ſtalk of fone ( being a 
Croſs ſtanding a lictle higher than the reit ) 
which was {older'd decp!y with Lead, and 
Solder, into the hole of the ſaid Boſs above, 
whereon was finely cur out, and Piur'd on 
both ſides of-the italk of the ſaid Croſs, the 
PiRure of our Saviour Chriii Crucificd, with 
his Arms firetch'd abroad, his Hands nayl'd 
to the Croſs, and his Feet nayl'd to the ſtalk 
of the ſame Croſs below, almot a quarter 
of a yard from above the Boſs , with the 
PiRure of our Lady, the B, Virgin Mary, 
on the one file of him, and the PiRure of 
St. F-bz, the Evangeliſt, on the other (ide, 
moſt pititully lamenting, and beholding his 
Torments, and cruel Death, ſtanding bork 
on the leight of the ſaid Boſs, All which 
Pictures w-re vcry artificially, and cunning 
ly wrought all together, and finely carved 

Out 
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out of one whole entire ſtone, ſome p! 
thereof through carved work, both on the 
Eaſt ſide, and the Weſt fide of the ſaid. 
Croſs, witi a Cover of ſtone likewiſe over 
the head, being all moſt finely, and curiouſly 
wrought toger..cr our of the ſaid hollow 
ſtone 3 which. Cover of ſtone was cover'd 
over very finely with Lead, And alſo in to- 
ken, and remembrance of the faid Barrel of 
Durbam, and to the perpetual memory, and 
honour of the ſaid Lord Neve'l, and his 
Poſtcriry for ever, . it was termed by the Ti- 
tle, and Name of NevelPs Crcfs, as is 
above-ſaidz and ſo did ſtand, and remain 
moſt notorious to all Paſſengers, till of late, 
in the year of our Lord God, 1639. inthe 
night time, the ſame was broken down, and 
detaced by ſome lewd , and contempruous 
wicked perſons , therero encouraged ( as ir 
ſeemed ) by ſome who loved Chriſt the worle 
for the Croſs ſake, as utterly, and ſpighrfully 
deſpifing all Ancient Ceremonies, and Mo- 

numents. | 
' And further in the ſaid place, called the 
Red Hills, lying on the North Tide of the 
laid Nevell's Croſs, a liele diſtant from a- 
piece of ground, called che Flafe, above a 
D Clole 
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Cloſe lying hard by the North-Chilton Pool, 
and on the North-{ide of the hedge, where 
the Hayd-Bower had wont to be, where the 
ſaid Privr and Monks fianding, and making | 
their prayer to God with the Holy Relique | 
of Sr. Cuthbert, during the time of rhe (aid 
Barrel, and aftcr the ſaid Bartel finiſhed , 
and Vicory atchieved, there was cre&ed , 
and (er up by the ſaid Prior and Monks, a: | 
fair Croſs of wood, in the ſame place,whcre 
they ſtanding with the holy Relique, made | 
their praycrs, in token, and remembrance | 
of the holy Relique of St. Cuthbert, which | 
they carried ro the Bartel. Which being a | 
fair Croſs of wood, finely wrought, and vc- 
ry large, and of height two yards, which 
there long ſtood, and continued, by the rc- 
membrance of many now living , the ſaid 
Prior and Monks ever after, in memory 
the {aid holy Relique, after the ſaid Victory 
atchieved, did in times of Recreation, as 
they went, and came to and fro Beau Park, 
to the Monaltery, and Abbey of Durham, 
make their humble, and ſolemn prayers to 
God, and holy St. Cuthbert, at the foot df 
the ſaid Croſs, in perpetual praiſe, and mc- 
mory for the {aid Viory, and recovery : 
| t 
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the ſaid Battel; till it was now of late, wich- 
in theſe thirty five years, ſuddenly defaced, 
and thrown down by ſome lewd, and ill dif- 
poſed perſons, - who deſpiſed Anriquities,and 
Worthineſs of Monuments, after the ſup- 
preſſion of the Abbey, And the ColleQion 
of this Memorial Antiquity was in the year 
of our Lord God, 1593. 

Fobn Foſſer was the tirſt Prior that ever at» 
tempted ro be buried within the Abbey- 
Church, our of the Centry-Garth, He was 
buried in the North-plage before the Altar 
of Sr. Nicholas, and Sr. Gtles, being rhe 
laſt of the three Altars in the North-plage, 
rowards the North ; over whom was laid a 
curious, and ſumpruous Marble ſtone, which 
he prepared in his Life rime, with his own 
Image, and other Imagery work engraven in 
Braſs upon it, with the Piftures of the twelve 
Apoſtles in Braſs, divided , and bordered 
on either fide of him, with three other 
Pictures in Braſs, 
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The South-Alley of the Lantern.

william Ebcheſter, Prior of Durham, lycth 
buried in the Sourh-Alley-plage , on the 
right hand, under a fair Marble ftone,before 
the Lady of Boltons Altar, with his Vetles, 
or Epitaph engraven upon the ſaid ſtone, in 
Braſs 3 which ſtone was taken up there, and 
removed, and lyeth now before the Quire 
door, the aforeſaid Altar being the ſecond of 
the three Alcars in that plage. Over which 
Altar there was a marvellous lively, and 
beautiful Image of the Picture of our Lock, 
0 
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fo called rhe Lady of Bolton; which Pi&ure 
was made ro 'open with rs from her 
Breaſt downward ; and within the ſaid Image 
was» wrought, and Pictur'd the Image of our 
Saviour, marvellous finely gilt,holding up his 
hands, and holding berwixt his hands a large 
fair Crucifix of Chriſt, all of gold; the 
which Crucifix was to be taken forth every 
Goo-{-Fryday, and every man did creep unto 
ir that was in the. Church ar that time, and 
afterwards it was hung up again within the 
ſaid Image; and every principal day the ſaid 
Image was opened, that every man might 
ſee pitur'd within her, The Father, the Son, 
and the Holy Ghoſt, moſt curioufly, and 
finely giltz and both the fides within her very 
finely varniſhed with green varniſh, and 
flowers of gold, which was a goodly fight 
for all the beholders thereof. And upon the 
ſtone which ſhe did ſtand on, underneath 
was drawn a fair Croſs upon a Scutcheon , 
called rhe Nevell's Croſs; ſignifying that the 
Nevells had born the charges of it, 

Robert Ebchefler, Prior of Durbam, lyeth 
buried under a fair Marble ſtone, with his 
Picture, and Verſes, from the waſte up in 
Braſs, before the ſaid Lady of Boſton's Altar.

| There is a Library in the South-angle of 
the Lantern, which is now above the Clock, 
ſtanding berwixt the Chapter-houſe , and 


the Te-Deum- Window, being wcll repleni- 


ſhed with old written Do@ors, and orhcr 
Hiſtories, and Ecclcfiaftical VV riters. 

In the North end of the Alley of the Lan- 
tern, there 1s a goodly, fair, large, and 
lighrſome Glaſs-window, having in it twelve 
long, pleaſant, and beautiful Lights, being 
made, and built of fine ſtone, which in the 
ol time was gone to decay 3- and the Prior, 
at that time renewed, and re-builrt it, and 
called it the VVindow of the four Dodors of 
the Church ; which. hath fix long fair lights 
of glaſs in rhe uppcr part of the ſatd VV in- 
dow ; and therein 15 P1Qur'd our B, Lady, 
with the Pifture of our Saviour Critt in her 
Arms, and the PiQure of holy Sr. Cuthbert 
on the Weſt fide of her 5 both which 
Pictures ftanding in the midſt of tt: (aid 
Window, in moſt fine colour'd glaſs; and 
on ttc Ealt ſide of our Lady are two Down 
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of the Church picur'd, and the other two 
Doctors piftur'd on the Welt fide of St. 
Cutbbert ; all being very large Pictures, and 
very curiouſly ſer torth in fine colour'd glaſs. 
And the P1&ture of Prior Caſtei/, who bore 
the whole Charge in building the ſaid Win- 
dow, borh of ſtone, and glaſs, as is afore- 
ſaid , is ſetting on his knees, ( infine blew 
glaſs, in his habit ) and holding up his hands 
to our Lady , under the fcer. of the Bleſſed 
Virgin Mary; whoſe Image ſtands above his 
head ; one laying, Virgo Mater Dei, Miſere- 
re mer, Andthcre are other fix fair Lights 
inthe aforclaid V indow, undcr our Lady, 
St. Cuthbert,” and the afurclatd Doors, thar 
is beneath them, teing very finely glaz'd, 
with all the Inſtruments of Chriſt's dcarh ſer 
in round glaſs, and wrought in fine cc lours 
in the ſaid VV indow, being all bur one glaſs 
VW indow, 

Allo in the South cnd of the Lantern, 
above the Clock, tl.cre 15 a fair glats Win- 
dow, called the 7e-Deum-\\ incow, . very 
fairly glaz'd , according as every Verſe of 
Te-Deum is (urg, or ſaid, fo is it piur'd in 
the Window , very finely, and curiorf] 
wrought in fine colour'd giaſf, withall the 
nine 
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Orders of Angels z viz. Thrones, Domina- 
tions, Cherubims, &c, withthe Picture of 
Chriſt as he was upon the Crofs Cructfied, 
and che B, Virgin Mary with Chriſt in her 
Arms as he was born, 


Theſe Monuments following were placed from 
the Lantern tn the mid f the Church taiherr 
ſeveral places, til] you come to the W:ft end of 
the Charch adjoyntizg wpou the Gallely, 


In the Body of the Church, berwixr two 


of the higheii Pillars ſuyporting, and hoid--. 


ing up the Weſt (ide of the Lancern, over 
againſt che Quire door, there was an Altar, 
called Feſws-Altar , where J-ſus-Mafs was 
ſungevery Friday throuzhout the who.e year, 
And on the back- fide of that ſaid Alrar there 
was a fair high tone Wall, and ac either 
end of the Wall there was a door, which 
was lock'd every nigit, called the rwo Rood- 
doors, for the Proceſſion ro go, and come 
in at ;and betwixt thole two doors was Feſus- 
Altar placed, as is aforeſaid ; and ar cirher 
end of the Altar was cloſed up with fi 'e 
Wai-1{cor, like unto a Porch adjoyning unto 
either Rood-door, very fincly varn-ſhed 
with fine red varniſh. And in the Wainſcor 
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at the South end of the Altar, there- were 
four fair Ambries for ro lock the Chalices, 
and filver Crewets, with rwo others for their 
Suirs of Veſtments, and other Ornaments 
belonging to the faid Alrars, for the holy+ 
dayes, and principal dayes, And at the 
North end of the Altar, in rhe Wainfcor , 
there was a door to come: intothe faid Porch, 
and a lock on 1t, to be lock'd day and night, 
Allo there was ſtanding on the Altar againſh 
the ſaid Walla moſt curious, and fine Table, 
with two leaves to open and ſhut again, all 
comprehending the Paſhon of our Lord Fe- 
ſus Chriſt, moſt curiouſly, and richly ſer forth 
in moſt fine, and lively Colours, all like the 
burning gold, as he was to: mented, and as 
he hung on the Crofs 3 which was a moſt Ia- 
mentable fight ro behold, This Table was 
alwayes lock'd up, bur ay on principal 
dayes. Alſothe forc-parrt of the ſaid Porch, 
from the utmoſt corner of the Porch to the 
other,there was a door with rwo broad leaves 
to o7en from fide to (ide, all of fine-joyncd, 
and chrough-carved work ; the height of ix 
was ſomewhat above a man's breaſt, and the 
upper part of the faid door was ſtricken full 
of Iron prick*, that- no man ſhould climb 
OVcr 3 
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over 3 which door did hang all in gimmes, | 
and claſps in the in-fide toclaip them. And 


on the principal dayes, when any of the 
Monks ſaid Mas at the Altar, then the Table 
was opened, which did ſtand on the Altar ; 
and the doors with two leaves, which ſtood 
in the fore-part of the ſaid Cloſer, or Porch, 
were ſer open alſo, that every man might 
come in and ſee the ſaid Table, in manner 
and form as is aforeſaid. There was allo 
in the height of the ſaid Wall, from Pillar 
to Pillar, che whole ſtory, and Faſſion of 
our Lord, wrought in ſtone moſt curiouſly, 
and molt finely gilr, And alſo above the 
ſaid Story,and Paſſion, thcre was the whole 
ſtory, and the PiQures of the twelve Apo- 


{lles, very artificially ſer forth, and very fancy | 


gilr, containing from the one Pillar ro the 
other, wrought vcry curiouſly, and artifici- 
ally in the ſide-Rone, And on the height, 
above all the forc{aid ſtory, from Pillar to 
Pillar, was ſet up a border, very artificially 
wrougkt in ſtone, with marvellous fine co 
lours, very finely gilt, with branches, and 
flowers, infomuch , that the more a man 
look'd on it, the more defires ne had, and 
the greater was his affcion to behold it 3 - 
wo 
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work was ſo rarely , curiouſly, and finely 
wrought in the ſaid ſtone, that it-could nor 
have becn finelier wrought in any kind of 
Metal. And alſo above the height of all, 
upon the Wall, did ſtand the goudlieſt, and 
moit famous Rood that was inall chis Land; 
with the Pi&ure of Mary on the one fide of 
our Saviour, andthe Pictuze of, Fohz on the 
other , with two ſplendent, and gliſtcring 
Arch-Angels ; one on the one fide of Mary, 
and the other on the other fide of Fokn,. So 
that what for the fairncls of the Wall, and 
arclincſs of the Pifurcs, and the livelineſs 
of rhe painting, it was thought to be one of 

the goodlieſt Monuments in the Church, 
Alſo on the back-lide of the ſaid Rood , 
before the Quire door, there was a Lofr;zand 
in the South end of the ſaid Loft the Clock 
did ſtand ; and underneath the ſaid Loft there 
was a long Form, which did-reach from the 
one Rood door to the other, where men did 
fit to reſt rhemſelves, and ſay cheir prayers, 
and hcar Divine Service. | 
Alloevery Friday at night, after the Even- 
ſong was done in the Quire , there was/an 
Antheme ſung in the Body.of the Church, 
before (the Alrar of St. Jahn, called -Feſus- 
\ Antheme,

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Antheme, which was ſung every Friday at 
night, throughout the whole year, by the 
Maſters of che Quiriſters, and Deacons of 
the ſaid Church 3 and when it was done, the 
Quirifters did fing another Antheme by 
themſelves, fitting on their knees all the time 
that their Antheme was finging, before the 
{aid Jeſwi-Alrar;z which was very devourly 
ſung every Friday night, by the knelling of 
one of the Galtlee Bell+,

There js betwixt the Pillars, on the North- 
fide, which the Holy water did'ftand in,and 
the Pillar which ftandeth over againſt it on - 
the Sourth-fide, from the one of chem to the 
other, a Row of blue Marble z and in the 
midit of the ſaid Row there is a Croſs of 
blue Marble, in roken that all VVomen, who 
came to hear Divine Service,, ſhould not be 
ſuffered ro come above the ſaid Croſs; and 
if it chanced that any Woman came above 
it, within the Body of the Church, then 
ſtrairwayes ſhe was taken, and puniſhed 
for certain dayes3 becauſe there was never 
Woman came there where the holy man, Se. 
Cuthbert was, for the Reverence they had to 
his ſacred Body. - Alſo if any Womait 
chanc'd ro come within the Abbey-Gares, or 
within any Precin&s of the Houſe, if ſhe 
had been ſeen bur her length within any place 
of the ſaid Houſe, ſhe was taken, and ſet 
faſt, and puniſhed, to give example to all 
others, for doing the like,

There are divers Books written of the 
Life-and Miracles of that holy Confcfſor, 
Se. Cuthbert ; partly written by the 1r:ſþ, 
partly by the £zgltb, and partly by Scottrſh 
men, being notablc ro comprehend the ſame 
For, as vencrable Bede re- 
parted, in the Prologue of his Book which 
he wroce of the Lifc, and Miracles of St. 
Cuthbert, that there were many other things 
nothing inferiour ro thoſe which he wrore of 
><e Life of hat virtuous bleſſed Man, which 
were related unto him, and were commanded 
to:be had in perperual memory. Which 
works, though they were perfe&tly, and de- 
' liberately finithed, ic was thought inconve- 
nient to inſerr, or add any new matter. Of | 
which Books, there is one entituled, Of the 
coming of St, Curhberr 13#o Scotland , taken 


forth of the Scottiſh Hrſtory ; where, _ 


in; one work; 
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other things is ſet down the ſolitary Con- 
verſation of the faid Holy Man St. Cuthbert, 
as followeth. 

Bleſſed St. Cuthbert,for a long time, led a 
moſt ſolitary Life , in the Borders of the 
Pias , ar which place great concourſe of 
people daily uſed ro vitit him, and from 
whom, by the providence and grace of God, 
never any returned without great comfort. . 
This cauſed both young and old to reſort 
unto him , taking grear plcaſure both to ſee 
him, and hear him ſpeak. In the mean time, 
it chanced that the King's Datighter of rhar 
Province was got with Child by ſome 
oung manin her Father's houſe. Her belly 


' hrelba, and the King perceiving it, dilt- 


gently examined her who was the Author 
of that fa&, Upon examination, ſhe made 
this anſwer , © That ſolitary young man, 
* who dwclleth hereby, is he who harh over- 
© come me, and with whoſe beanty I am 
* thus decerved. VV hereupon the King, 
furioufly enraged, preſcntly repaired, with 


| his defloured Daughter, accompani'd by di- 


vers Knights, unto the ſolitary place, where 
he preſently ſpake to the Servant of God 
in this manner. ©* VWhar, artthou he, who, 

E &* under 
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&© under the colour of Religion, prophaneſ 
* the Temple and SanRuary of God? Arr 
© thou he, who, under the title and profeſſion 
« of a ſolitary Lite, exercileſt all filchineſs 
of the World in Inceſt > Behold, here is 
** my Daughter, whom thou by thy deceirs 
© halt corrupted , not fearing ro make her 
< diſhoneſt, Therefore now at laſt openly 
© contels th:s thy fault, ana plainly declare 
\ © here before this company, in what forr 
* chou haſt ſeduced her. The King's Daugh- 
ter marking the fierce ſpecches of her Fa- 
ther, more impudently ſtepped forth , and 
boldly affirmed, thar it was he who had done 
that wicked fat. Ar which thing the young 
man greatly amazed , percciving that this 
forgery procceded from the inſtigation of the 
Devil , rhereupon, though brought into 
great perplexity, applied his whole Heart 
unto Almighty God, and ſaid as followerh, 
* My Los my God, who only knoweſt all 
© things, and art the ſearcher of all ſecrets, 
« make manifeſt alſo this work of iniquity 
© and indignity, and by ſome example ap- 
< ptove-the ſame, which, though ir cannox 
* be done by Humane policy, make ir ma- 
* nifcſk by fome divine Oracle, VVhen & 
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the young man with great Jamentations, and 
rears, incredible ro be reported, had ſpoken 
theſe words, even {uddenly, in the ſelt-lame 
placc where the King's Daughter ſtood, the 
Earth ( making a_huffing noiſe ) preſently - 
opcned, and ſwallow'd her up in the preſence 
of all the beholders. This place 1s called 
Corwen, where ſhe, for her cortuption, was 
convey'd anc carried into Hell. As ſoon 
as rhe King perceived rhis marvellous chance 
to happen in the preſence of all his Com 
pany , he began to be greatly cormented in 
his mind, fearing left he himſelf ſhould in- 
curr the Ike puniſhment, Whereupon he, 
with all his Company, hun; bly craved pardon 
of Almighty God, with turcher defire and 
petition to that good man St, Cuthbert, that 
by his praycrs he would crave at God's hands 
to have his Daughrcr again 3 Which peti» 


rion rhe ſaid holy Farher granted, upon con» |} 


diction that no Woman after that time 
ſhould have reſort unto him. Whence it 


. carne, thar the King did nor ſuffer any Wo- 


man to enter into any. Church dedicated to 
thar Saint; which to this day 1s ducly ob- 
ſerved in all the Churches of” the PiBs, which 
were Dedicated in rhe honour of that Holy

In the North-Alley, from the North- 
Church-door , to the Crofs-Alley in the 
muſt of che Church call:d the Lantern- 
Ailcy, where the Lantern ſtandeth, in the 
entrance of the end of the ſaid North-Alley 
into the ſaid Lantern-Alley, from pillar to 
pillar, rhere was a Trellaſ-ome, which did 

n and cloſe with two Leaves like unto a 
fall-down Door , and above the ſaid Door, 
it was likewiſe Trelliſed almoſt to the height 
of the Vaulr atove, and on the height of 
the ſaid Trellis,or Trellaſdome, it was ſtricken 
full of Iron pricks, of a quarter of a yard 
long, to the intent that none ſhould climb 
over it, and was evermore lock'd, and never 
open'd but upon Holy-days, or on ſuch Days 
as there was any »Proceſſion, And likewiſe 
the Norti-Rood-door, which - was on the 


hither-fide of the Pillar, at the North-end 


of Feſus's Altar, was never opened, but when 
thcre was ſome Proceſſion, 
There were two fair Holy-water Stones 


belonging 
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belonging tothe Abbey-Church of Durham, 
of a very fair blew Marble : The faireft of 
them ſtood within the North-Church-door, 
over againſt the ſaid Door, being wrought 
in the Corner of the Pillar, next adjoyning 
to our Lady of Pittys Altar, on the letr 
hand as you turn into the Galilee, having a 
very fair ſhrine of Wainſcor over head, 
very finely painted, with blew and lirtle gle 
Stars, being kept very clean, and always freſh 
water provided againſt every Sunday-morn= 
ng, by ewo of the Bell-ringers, or »ervants 
of the Church 3 wherein one of the Monks 
did Hallow the ſaid W ater, very early in the 
Morning, before Divine-ſervice. 

The other ſtood within the South Church» # 
door, not altogether ſo curious, yer all of | 
blew Marble, very decently kepr in the ſame 
manner, with freſh water every Sunday= 
— by the ſaid Bell-ringers, or Scr- 
vants of the Church ; wherein like {orr, one 
of the Monks did Hallow the water early 
in the morning, before Divinc-ſervice. One 
of theſe Holy-warer-ſtones, viz. Thar ar 
the South-door, ſerved the Prior, and all the 
Convent, with the whole Houſe ; the other 
at the North-door ( joyncd into the Pillar ) 
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ferved all thoſe that came that way to hear 
Divine-ſervice. 

There was berwixt rwo Pillars on the left 

' hand, in the North-Alley, as you turn 1140 
the Galtle , fram the Norta-Church-door, 


our Lady of Pitry's Altar, being incluſed on | 


either fide with fine \ ainfcor, with the Pt- 
Aure of our Lady carrying our Saviovr on 
her Knee, as he was taken trom the Crots z 
very lamentable to behold. 

Then on the right hand of- the (aid 
North-Alley, as you go into the Gal:lee, 
under the Bclltry, called che Gal/#lee-Stecple, 
awas St. Sawviowr's Altar ; the North-cnd of 
the {aid Altar-itone being wrought and in- 
clofed into the pillar of the Wall, from 
the firſt Foundation of the Church, for Maſs 
ro be ſaid ar, as appeared at the Detacing 
thereof, and remaineth there to be known till 
this Day, by a Corner of the faid Altar- 
ftone, nor to be pull'd forth, bur by breaking 
of the wall. In the Weſt-end of the 
Church, in the North-Alley-end, over the 
Galilee-dooF., there in a Belltry, called the 
Galtle-ſtecp'e , did hang four goodly great 
Bells, which were hever Rung, bur on prin- 
cipal Feaſts, or at ſuch otter rimes as the 
Biſhop

Biſhop came to the Town. Every Sunday | 
in the year there was a Sermon preached in | 
the Galilee, in the After-noon, trom one of 
the Clock till three ; and at twelve of the 
Clock, the great Bell of the Galtlee was 
towl'd every Sunday three quarters of an 
hour, and rung the fourth quarter, till one of 
the Clock, that all the people of the Town 
might have warning to come and hear the 
word of God preached, There were cer- 
rain Officers pertaining to the ſaid Houle, 
who were always charged, whenſoever the 
faid Bells were Knclled, to be ready for the 
Ringing of them, viz. Two men of the 
Kirchin were charged with che Ringing of 
one Bell, and four men of che Church, that 
did lye always in the Church, were charged 
with the third Bell, and {x others were 
charged with the Ringing of the grear Bell, 
viz, Two of the Bake-houſe, rwo of the 
Brew-houſe, and two of the Kiln. And in 
the latter days of King Hezry the cighth, the 
Houſe was ſupprefled , and after that time, 
the ſaid Bells were never Rung. Then Dean 
whittingbam perceiving them not to be Ocs 
cupied, nor Kung a great while before his 
time, was purpoled to have taken them 
E 4 down, 
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down, and broken them for other uſes. 
Then 7 bomas Spark, the Biſhop-Suffragan, 
lying at Durham, and keeping Houſc there 
ar the ſame time, having intelligence what 
che Dean's purpoſe was, did ſend into York- 
ſhire, withall ſpeed, fora Work-man, and 
cauſed the ſaid Bells ro be taken down, The 
fourth Bell remains there ſtill, and was never 
Rung fince that was ſuſpeRted ; and he 
cauſed thoſe other three to be hung upon a 
new Work, called the Lantern, and made a 
goodly Chime to be fer on the ſaid Bells, 
which coſt him thirty ar forty pounds ; 
which Chime endureth to this Day, or elſe 
or ſaid Bells had been ſpoiled and defa-

Robert Nevel, Biſhop of Durham, lycth 
buried in his Anceſtors porch, inthe Sourh- 
Angle ncar to the Cloiſter-door, on rhe 
South, and J-ſus A'tar, on the North of the 
| Porch, containing three Pillars ; end ſo much 
| | of the Angle, having in it an Altar with a 
+. 
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fair Alabaſter-Table above it, where Maſs 
was daily Celebrated for their Souls z and 
cherein a Seat or Pew, where the Prior was 
accuſtomed to fit ro hear Feſ»s- Maſs, The 
Eati-end of the Porch, where the Altar - 
ſtood, was clos'd up with a. little Stone- 
wall, ſomewhat higher then the Altar, and 
Wainlcotred above the Wall z and the 
Weſt-cnd with a little Stone-wall, and an 
Iron-graxe on the top of the wall, and allthe 
Norti-{ide rowards the Body of the Church 
inviron'd with Iron. 

And allo on the back-ſide behind the 
Nevels Altar, from the Nevels Altar to the 
midſt of rhe pillar, behind the Church-door, 
in compaſs from pillar to ptllar,, there was a 
Chamber, where one that kept the Church, 
and rung the Bells at midnight, did lodge. 
Alſo over the Church-door, the compals ot, 
four pillars, rwo on either fide, when one 
enter'd within the Church-dcor, was all co- 
ver'd over head with Wainſcor, very finely 
painted, and varniſhed Azure, and fer out 
with ſtars of Gold. And in the fore-part 
of che W ainſcor, from pillar to pillar with- 
in the Church, over the Holy-water-ſtone, 
there was a brandiſhing on the forc-parr of 

. the 
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the Wainſcot, or Roof, very finely and curi- 
onfly wrought, and gilt with Gold, as finely 
as the Angel ; and inthe midit of the {&id 
brandiſhing there was a Star of a great com- 
paſs, like unto the Sun, very arcificially, and 
moſt curiouſly wrouglit with Gold, and en- 
amell'd very richly to the bcholders thercot ; 
fo that there could nor fall any duſt, or filch 
into the Holy-water-ftone, it was fo cloſe 
above, and ſo cloſe within the Church» 
door. 
| - In the Weſt-end of this South-Alley, be- 
| rwixtthe two nethermoſt Pillars, oppolite to 
| our Lady of Pritty's Alrar, there was an Al- 
| rar with a Rood, repreſeming the Paſſion of 
Chriſt , having his hands bound , with a 
Crown of Thorns on his head, being com- 
| monly called the Bownd-Rood , inclofed on 
cach fide with Wainſcor, as was the ſaid 
Altar of our Lady of P:try's ' 
|. Near unto the {aid Altar on the South-fide 
| adjoyning torhe Galrlze-door, was the Grate, 
wherein the SanQuary-Country-men were

And when the Prior 
had Intelligence thereof, he {ent word,, and 
commanded them to keep themfelves within 
the SanGuaryz that is go ſay, within the |f 
Church, and Church-yard, and every ong” 

of .them to have a Gown of black cloath, | 
made with a Croſs of yellow , called Sr. 
Cuchbert's Cres, {et on the ſhoulder of his 
lefr Arm, to the intent, that every one 
might fee that there was ſuch a priviledge 


/ granted by God unto Sr, CuthLert's Shrine , 
/ for all ſuch Offenders toflye unto ſor ſuccour, 


and 
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and ſafeguard of their Lives, untill ſuch time 
as they might obtain their Prince's pardon 
and that they ſhould Iye within the Church, 
or Sanctuary, within a Grate , which Grate 
15 remaining, and ſtanding to this day, being 
made only tor the ſame purpoſe, adjoynin 
to the Galzlee-door on the Sourh-fide. And 
likewiſe they had Meat, Drink, Bedding , 
and other neceſlaries, for thirty ſeven dayes, 
At the charge ofthe Houſe,ſuch as were meet, 
and neceflary for ſuch Offenders, till ſuch 
time as the Prior , and the Convent could 
get them convey'd our of the Diocels. And 
this Freedom was confirmed, not only by

In the Welt-end of the ſaid Church,over 
the Gal:lee, there is a moſt fine large Win- 
dow, of Glaſs, being the whole {tory of 
the Root of F-ſſe, in moſt fine colour'd glaſs 
very fincly , and artificially pictur'd, an 
wrought in colours, very goodly, and plca- 
ſant to behold, with Mary, and Chriſt in her. 
Arms, ar the rop of the faid Window, in 
moſt fine colour'd glaſs alſo; 
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The Galilee ; and when the Chappel 
dedicated to the honour of St. Mary 
came to be called the Galilee. 


And for the comfort of all Women, and 
ſolace of their Souls, there was an Ancient 
Church 1n the / erz-//land,where the Church 
of that Town now ſtandeth 5 which was ap- 
pointed for VV omen ro repair unto, for hear- 
ing of Maſs 3 making their Prayers, and re- 
ceiving the Sacraments. For whuch cauſe 
there was a Chappel made, and dedicated 
to the Bleſſed Virgin Mary, now called the 
Galilee; upon the naming whereof iris to be 
noted, as you may read in the Book intituled, 
The AAs of. the Biſhops, Chap. 26. 

Hugo Puſillar, Biſhop of Durbam, (who 
was cenſecrated the 21. of December, in the 
year of our Lord God, 1154. at _ by

Pope Athanaſius, upon the Fealt-day © 
| Thomas, the Apoſtle ) conference dili- 
gence of his Predeceflors in building the Ca» 
thedral Church, which was finiſhed but a 
few years before his time, no Chappel being 
| then gected ro Bleſſed Virgijp Mary, 
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Mary , whereunto it ſhould be Iawfull for 
Women to have acceſs;  begati ro ere& a 
new picee of work at the Eaſt-Angle of the 
ſaid Cathedral-Church , for which work 
there wete divers Pillars of Marble- ſtone , 
brought from beyond the Seas. Bur this 
work, deing brought ro a ſmall height, be- 
gens through grear clifrs appearing in the 
| fame, rofall down; whereupon it maniteſt-

| Ir 15called rhe Galilee, by reaſon (as ſome

Within 
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Within the Gabler, in the Chantry, be- 
ing all of moſt excellent blew Marble, flood 
our Lady's Alcar, a very ſumptuous Mona- 
mem, finely adorned with curious VVainfcor- 
work, above-head, at the back, and at ct- 
ther end of the Altar, the Wainſcor being 
devited, and furuiſhed with moſt Heavenly -4 
Picure-, ſo lively in colours, and gilt, that 
thcy greatly adorned the ſaid Altar, where 
our Lady's Maſs was ſung daily by the Maſter 
ot rhe Song-School, with certain Deacons, 
and Quiriiters, the Maſter of the Song- 
School playing upon a pair of very fair, and | 
fine Organs, in time of our Lady's Maſs | 
wherein che firft Founder of the ſaid Chan- 
try, Biſhop £ azzley, his Soul was moſt de- 
voutly pray'd for, both in the beginning. and 
ending thereof, There was allo belonging 
to the ſaid Altar very ſumpruous, and glori- | 
ous Furniture, nor only for principal dayes, | 
but for ordinary Service z and for the preſer- 
ving, and ſafe-keeping of thoſe goodly Snirs 
of Veſtmenrs, and Ornaments appertaining 
to the (aid Altar, there was at cicher end 
thereof behind the Portal two very fine cloſe 
Ambries, all of Wainſcor ; wherein, after 
the celebrating of our Lady's Maſs,they were 
lafely incloſed, Thomas 
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Thomas Langley, Biſhop of Derbam, lyerh 
buried under a fair Marble Tomb within the 
ſaid Chamtry before our Lady's Altar. He 
founded upon the Palace-Green a Grammar- 
School ; and a Song-School, with yearly 
ſKipendsz wnereof rwo Vricfts were Maſters, 
wizo did da:ly ſay Maſs, andallo daily pray'd 
for his Soul. 

Oa che North-ſide of the ſaid Galilee was 
an Alcar called the Lady of Pitty's Alrar,wirh 
her P1&ure carrying our Saviour on her knee 
as he was taken from the Croſs ; a very do- 
lorous aſpe&, The ſaid Altar was ordained 
for a Chauntry-Prieſt tro ſay Mafs every Ho- 
ly day, having above the Altar,on the Wall, 
the one part of our Saviour's Paſſion in great 
P:&ares, the other part being above St. Bede's 
Altar on the South- (ide. 

There was on the South-ftde, betwixt two 
Pillars, a goodly Monument,all of blew Mar- 
ble, the height of a yard from the ground, 
fupported by five Pillars, atevery corner one, 
and under the midft one; and above rhe ſaid 
Through of Marble Pillars ſtood a ſecond 
Shrine of Sr. Cuthbert's, wherein the Bones 
of the holy man, St. Bede were enſhrined , 
being accuſtomed to be taken down every 
Feſtival 
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Feſtival day z when there was any ſolemn 
Procefſion,and carried by four Monks fn time 
of Proceſſion, and Divine Services Which 
being ended, they convey'd it intothe Galtlee, 
and fer it upon-the ſaid Tomb again, having 
a fair cover of Wainſcor, very curiouſly 
gilr, and appointed to draw up and down 
over the Shrine, when they pleas'd to ſhew 


the ſumptuouſneſs thereof, + And for furrher = 


verity in this enarration of Se. Bede's Shrine 
I have ſer down the Verſes which are in the 
Ancient Hiſtory, declaring both rhe time of 
his Tranſlation from Sr, Cathbert's Tomb 
and withall, the Maker, and Foundet of the 
Shrine in the Galtlee, | 

Hugo Puliſſar , Biſhop of Durbam, after

{| The Monk, fo ſoon as he fickneth, is 


| conveyed, with all his Appurtenances, or 
Furniture , from his own Chamber in the 
Dortorr, to another in the Farmery, or 1nfir- 
* mary, where he might have fire, and more 
convenient keeping ; for that they were al- 
F low'dno fire in the Dortorr, And ar ſuch 
ti-1e as it appeared to them that' accompani- 
is ed him in his ſickneſs, that he was not likely 
” to live, they ſent for the Priors Chaplain , 
| who ſtaid with him till he yielded up the 
| Ghoſt. Then the Barber was ſent for,whoſe 
# Office it is to put down the cloathes, and 
{ bare him, and to put on his feer Socks, and 
| Boots, and ſo to wind him in his Cowl and 
8 Habu, Then is he from thence immediate- 
# ly carried tro a Chamber, called the Dead- 
ll mar's-Chamber, in the ſaid Farmery , there 
[ to remain till night, The Prior's Chaplain, 
as ſoon as he is removed, and convey'd into 
| the Dead-mass-Chamber, locks the Chamber- 
door

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door where he died, and carricth the Key to 
the Prior. Arnight he is removed from the 
Dead-mars-Chamber into St. Andrew's Chap- 
pel, adjoyning to the ſaid Chamber, and 
Farmery , there to remain till eight of the 
Clock in the Morning, the Chappel being a | 
place only ordained for ſolemn Devotion, 
The night before the Funeral, two Monks , | 
either in kinred or kindneſs the neareſt to | 
him, were appointed by the Prior to be e- | 
ſpecial Mourners, fitting all night on their 
knces at the dead Corps feet. Then were 
the Children of the Ambrie, fitting on their

Ar which 
time the Corps was convey'd to the Chap- 
ter-houſe, where the Prior, and the whole 
Convent met it,and there did ſay their Dirge, 
and Devotion ; it not being permitted = | 
any ſhould come near the Chapter-houſe, 
during the time of their Devotion, and Pray- 
ers for his Soul, And after their Devotion, 
the dead Corps was carried by the Monks 
from the Chapter-houſe, through the Par- 
lour, (a place for Merchants to utter their 
Wares, 
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ſtanding betwixt the Chapter-houſe and the 
Caurcn-door , and fo rthroughour the faid 
Parlour) ito the Cemtry-varth , where he 
wa: buried, and a Chalice of Wax laid upon 
his Preaſt, having his blew bed holden over 
his Grave by four Monks during lus Funeral ; 
whici Bed 1s due to th? Barber for his cury 
aforelaid, and the making of his Grave z and 
at cc rime of his Burial, rhere was bur one 
pcal rung for him.

The Priors of the Houſe of Durham were 
accuſtomed co be buried, in the old time, in 
Boor-, and to be woond in their Cowls by 
the Barover, as the Monks were accultomed 
to be buried that is, the Prior was carried 
forth of his Lodging to a Chamber in the 
Infirmary, called the Dead-man's-Chamber , 
and there did remain a certain ſpace ; and at 
night he was carricd intoa Chanpcl over a- 
gainſt rhe ſaid Chamber-door , called St. 
Amarew's Chappel,” and was warch'd-all rhat 
night by che Children of the Atnbrie,rcading 
David's 
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David's Pſalter over him; and two Monks ; 
eirhcr in kinred, or kinancſ*, were appointed 
to fic allnig\1 ar his fect, mourning for him, 
And in the Morning i:e was carried into the 
Ciaprer-houſc; and there wasa ſolemn Ser- 
vice tor him, as the Monks had at their Bu- 
rial, From thence he was carried through 
the Parlour, into the Cent»y-garth, there to 
be buried 5 whcre every one of them did lye 
unaerneath a fair Marble ſtoner, And tte 
Monks and Barver did Bury tim with: a lit- 
ele Chalice of (ilver, other n;cral, or Wax; 
which was latd upon his Ercalt within his 
Cecthn, and his blew Bcd was holden over 
him , »y tour Monk:, till be was buried, and 
the Baricr had it for ins pains, for making 
his Grave, ans bury:ng him, as le had for the 
Monks, Bur 1n attcr times, rhe Priors came 
to be Buried w:t.n the Abvey-Church of 
Durbam, and not in tte Centry-2arth, in the ' 
ſame order, ans havic,. with the Mure, and 
all other their Furniture belonging thereto ,

And ncxt tO it there is a Chair of wood 
taſten'd in the wall, where rhe Priors did,and 
the Dean doth now, fit ar the ſaid Viſirari- 
on.

The Biſhops of Durbam, when they died, 
were brought ro the Abbey-Church of Dur- 
bam, tobe interr'd, and buried, The Pri. 
or, and Monks of Durbam, did meet the de- 
ceas'd at the Abbey-Church-yard gate, at 
the Palace-green, and received him there , 
and brought him through the ſaid Church, 
into the Chapter-houſe to be buried ; ar 
which burial there was uſed great ſolemnity, 
and devotion by the Prior, and the Monks of 
the Church of Durham, according to the 
accultomable burying of Biſhops in the An- 
cient time, The accuſtomed burial of Bi- 
ſhops in thoſe times was, thac they ſhould 
be interr'd with the Habir they were wont co 
ſay Maſs in, with their Albes, Stoles, and 
Phannels, and their other Veſtments, with 
Micrcs on tneir Heads, and their crofter- 
ſtaf3 in their hands, and ſo laid in thcir 
Cofhns, with a little Chalice of filver, 
other metal, or Wax; which Wax-cha- 
lice was gl very fincly abour the edge, and 
the 
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the knob in the midſt of the ſhank of the 
Chalice, and abour the edge of the patten, 
or cover, and the foor of it alſo was gilt. 
One of which Chalices was laid upon his 
breaſt in the Coffin with him, and the co- 
ver thereof nail'd down to it ; and very ſo- 
lemn ſervice was done at their Funerals. 

The Prior, and Monks, had the Horſes, 
Chariot, and all other things which came 
with the deceas'd Biſhop, being dae to them 
by their Ancient cuſtome; as more plainly 
dothappear in the Hiſtory of the Church of - 
Durbam alias Dunbelme, at large. 

And afterwards the Biſhops came to be 
interred within the Abbey-Church of Day- 
ham, and not in the Chapter-houle;, in theſe

Azrthony Beak , Biſhop of Durham, and 
Patriarch of Feruſalem, was the firlt Biſhop 
that cver attempted to be buricd in the Ab- 
bey-Church ( out of the Chapter-houle ) 
and to lye fo near the Sacred Shrine, and 
Body of St. Cuthbert.

he was firſt conſectated, and made Biſhop, 
Forcy ycars before that, ar the Eaſt end of 
the Cha: rer-houſe, and on the South fide 
of rizc Qifre, there was a Yard, or Garth, 
called the Ceatory=garth, where all the Pri= 
ors and Monks were buried s in which ſaid 
Garth there as a Vault, all ſer within on 
either (ide vvith Maſon work, of free ſtone 
and likewtilc at either end, and over the midſt 
of rhe ſaid Vaulr,there did lye a fair Thorow- 
ſtore, and at cither fide of the ſtone it was 
open, ſo that when any of the Monks was 
buried, whatſoever bones were found in his 
Grave, they were taken our of the Grave 
where he was buried, and thrown through 
the ſame into the ſaid Vault; which Vaul: 
was made for the ſame purpoſe, to be a

There were allo divers Gentlemen of good 

Worſhip: buried in the ſaid Centory-garth, 


out of a defire that they might be buried 
nigh unto that holy man, St. Cuthbert. And 


amongſt the rcſt there was one Gentleman of 
good Worſhip, called Mr. Kacket, ( who 
was buried in the ſaid Ceztory-garth, near un- 
to the Nine Altars- door, over againſt the 
Shrine of the holy man, St, Cuthbert ) who 
had a fair Tomb over him, and a fair white 
- Marble fione above the ſaid Tomb, where- 
on was wrought very curiouſly the Picture 
of the ſaid Mr, Racket, all in Brafs, in his 
Coat-Armour, with his Sword girt about 
him, and at every corner of the ſaid Marble 
tone was one of the four Evangeliſts, all 
in Braſs likewiſe. 

There was alſo another Gentleman,called 
Mr. Elmeden, buried inthe ſaid Garth,with- 
out the Nine Altars door, anda fair through- 
ſtone above him ; and divers other Gentle 
men,whoſe memories are now periſhed,and 
all their Monuments defaced, and gone. 

Allo in the ſame place all the Priors and 
Monks were buried in Ancient time, All 
the Priors had every one a fair Through- 
ſtone 
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ſtone laid upon their Tombs, or graves; ſome 
of Marble,fome of Frec-ſtone. Which tones 
Dean #biitingham cauſed to be pull'd, and 
taken away 3 and did alſo break, and:deface 
all ſuch ſtones as had any PiQures of Braſs, 
or other Imagery-work,or Chalice wrought, 
and engraven upon them; and the reſidue he 
rock away, and employ'd them to his own 
uſe, and did make a waſhing-houſe of them 
at the end of the C —_— ſo that ir 


cannot be diſcerned at preſent that ever any - 


were buricd in the ſaid Centory-garth, it 1s 
ſoplain, and firaic: for he could nor abide 
any Ancient Monuments, nor any thing that 
appertained to a goodly Religiouſneſs,. or 
Monaſtical Life, 


Within the ſaid Abbey-Church of Dur- | 


bam were two Holy-water-ſtones, of fine 
Marble, very aruficially made, and engra- 
ven, and bols'd with hollow boſſes, upon 
the outer-fides of the tones, very curiouſly 
wrought, They were both of the ſame 
works but one much greater than the other 
and they were both taken away by Dean 
whittizgham, and carried into his Kitchin, 
and employ'd to: profane uſes, and there 
ſtood during his Lite z and his people __ 
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cheir Beef, and Salr-fiſh in them, having 
a:conveyance in the bottoms ot them to ler 
forth the Water , - as they had whcn they 
were in the Church, And after his dcarh, 
the greater of the two Holy-watcr-ſtones 
was removed to the lower end of the Dean's 
Buttery, where the water-Conduir is ſet, 
and next unto the Wine-Cellar, rhat there- 
in the Servants might waſh and make clean 
their Pots, and Cups, before they ſerve ar 
the Table. The foot of the {aid Holy-wa- 
eer-(tone was laid without the Church door, 
and was afterwards plac'd in the ground in 
/ one Lamb's Shop, a Black-{mith , upon

to be ſeen. Moreover, Mrs. whittizgham, 
after the death of her Huband, took away 
che leſſcr Holy-warer-ſtone out of the 
Dean's Kirchin, and brought it into her 
Houſein the North-Batly, over again{t the 
Dean's Orchard, at the Eaft-end of the 
Church, and ſer it in their Kirchin. And 
ſhe alſo carried away divers Grave-ſtones, 
of blew Marble, and other Through-ltones 
that lay upon the Priors, and Monks, our of 
' the Centory-garth, when ſhe builr her houſe 


in the Batly with ſtones. Some of them = 
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laid in the threſbolds of the doors, and two 


grcat Ones did lie without the doors, over 
againſt che Wall, before the Frontlteed, for 
which Fat ſhe was complained upon 3 and 
{o ſhe laid thoſe ſtones without the door , 
which before were made well faſt within her 
Houſe, Thus were the godly things,intend- 
cd tor God's Service in the Church,converted 
to prophane uſes, 

There was in the Cextry-garth, under the 
South-end of the Church, called the South» 
end of rhe Nine Altars, betwixt two Pillars, 
adjoyning to the Nine Altars door, a Song- 
School, built for fix Children to be Icarnt ro 
ſing, for the maintenance of Gods Divine 


Service in the Abbey-Churchz which Chile _ | 


dren had their meat and drink at the Houſe- 
charge amongſt the Children of the Ambrie. 
The {aid School was built rime out of mind 
before the ſuppretſion of the Houſe, and was 
neatly boarded within round about, a man's 
height above the Walls, and a long Desk 
from one end of the School ro the other, to 
lay their Books upon 3 and all the floor was 
boarded for warmneſs,and long Forms about 
it ſer faſt for the Children ro fit on. And the 
place where the Maſter did fit and reach, = 
a 
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all cloſe boarded, both behind, and on either 
ſide. And the ſaid Maſter wasto teach thoſe 
ſix Children to fing, and to play on the Ot- 
gans every principal day , when the Monks 
did fing their high Maſs, and at Even-ſong, 
And the faid Maſtet was bound to play on 
the Organs every principal day, when the 
Monks did ſing theit high Maſs, and likewiſe 
at Even-ſong ; but the Monks , when they 
were at Martins, and Service at Mid-night, 
then one of the ſaid Monks did play on the 
Organs; ſo thatthe Maſter play'd only upon 
principal dayes, in the high Maſs tifne, and 
ar Even-ſong , as aforefaid. Alfo the ſaid 
Maſter had his Chamber adjoyning to the 
{aid School, where he lodg'd, having his 
meat and drink in the Prior's Hall , among 
the Prior's Gentlemen, and all his other ne- 
ceſſaries were found at the charge of the 
Prior, and the Houſe, till ſuch rime as the 
Houſe was ſuppreſs'd, And (bortly after, be- 
cauſe there was no teaching in that School 


any longer, bur in another place, or School 


appointed: for that purpoſe , rne aforeſaid:

Be- 
ing thus buried in St, Peter's Church in Holy 
Iſland, and having lain there for the ſpace of 
| _ Eleven years, he was taken out of the ground 
the 20, of the Calends of March, im the 
lame Calends he had dyed in, entire; lying 
like a man aſleep, being found ſafe, uncor- 
| rupted, flexible, and leath- wake, and all his

of rhe Savage, and mercilc(s Infidels, they, 
in the cnd, called ro mind rhe words, and 
moni- 
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monition deliver'd by St, Cathbert, to his 
Brethren, The ſaid Holy 'man, before his 
departure our of rhis Lite, amongſt ocher 
wholſom counſels, and godly admonirions, 
then delivered , uttered theſe, or the like 
words. * If you, my Brethren, ſhall be 
& arany time hereafter, urged, or conſtrain- 
*© ed unto one of the two extremitics follow- 
«* ing, I do muchrather chooſe, and wiſh, 
© thac yon ſhould take my Bones up, and 
«* flye from thoſe places, and rake your place

Biſhop Eardu!lff, and Abbot Edred did 
rake, and carry away the Body of Sr. Cuth- 
tert trom Holy 1lard Sourhward, and fled 
ſeven years from Town to Town, by reaſon 
of che great Perſecurion, and flaughter of rhe 
Patnins, and Danes, And when the Inha- 
bitants of che Ifland ſaw that St. Cuthtert's 
Body was gone, they Icft their Lands, and

Hundredus, a Monk, and commanded him 
char they ſhould diligently ſcek for the Book

caſt (as it ſecmed) by the force of ſome 


Wavc, and carricd thither by the violence of 


ſome happy galc of Wind, or by ſome dls 
vine power, They found the book much 
more 
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more beautiful than. before, both in Letters, 
and Leaves; andexcelling in the outer beau- 
tifulneſs of the cover,being nothing blemiſh- 
ed by the falr water, but poliſhed rather by 
ſome Heavenly hand ; which did not a little 
increaſe their joy.

they could not with allrheir force remove his

with him, Which was accordingly granted 
, them, it being revealed unto Eadmer, a vir

Which accor- 
dingly being done, he tranſlated the —_

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of St. Cuthbert fromthe wanded, or Bough- 
Church, tothe white-Chappel ( for ſo it was 
cailed ) which he had newly built, which 
was 2 part of the great Church, nor yer 
finiſhed, where ir lay four years, Bur atcer 
the great Church was finiſhed, and conſe- 
crated,upon the 20, of September, he tran- 
{lated his Body out of the white-i happel into 
che great Church, which he made a Carhe- 
dral , ereting his Biſhop's ſeat at Durban 
(where it ſtill remainerth ) abour 35 3. years 
aftcr it was firſt Founded in the Holy-1/lazd, 
by St, 41dan, and St. Oſwald, which was 
Arno Domira, 637. and 306. years after the 
death of St. Cuthbert, which was in the year 
- 684. Biſhop Aldwinus died thirty years atter 
he had Founded his Biſhop's See at Durham, 
in finiſhed his Cathedral Church in the year 
1020, Which Church was famous for the 
Succeſſion of (ix Biſhops in itz viz, Eadmun- 
dus, Eadredus, Etelrir, Egelwin, waltberss 
( whom william the Congquerour created Earl 
of Northumberland) and william Carlipho, 
or Cartlef, that magnificent Prelate, who not 
being content with the {malneſs, and homli- 
neſs of the Edifice which Aldwinus built, as 
being too little for ſo great a Saint, did pull 

it 
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it all down, 76. years after Alwinus had 
finiſh'd it, and inſtead thereof did ere the 
magnificent , and famous Structure , which 
is now to be ſeen, Malcolm, King of Scot- | 
land, Turgot, then Prior of the Church,and 
the Biſhop himſelf Iay'd the three firſt ones 
in the new Foundation, upon the 3o. of 
Fuly (as ſomeſay) or, on the 11, of Au- 
guſt (as others afhrm) in the year 1093. 
For which famous work, Anthony Beak ( one 
of his Succeſſors) with a great ſum of Mo- 
ney got himto be Canoniz'd, This Biſhop 
Carlipho cauſed the Monks to labour in the 
Holy work all the day long, excepting meal- 
times, and times of Prayer, and Service 3 
King Malcolm being the chick BenefaRor in 
the Building thercot, The Biſhop before the. 
people ordained, and appointed /wurgot, then 
Prior, to be his Arch-Deacon, and Vicar- 
general within his Dioccſsz and going to 
Rome two years before his death, he obrained 
Licenſe of Pope Gregory the ſeventh, to re» 
move the Monks who were at Wermouth, and 
Farrow, and were of the Order of St, Bennet, 
ro his Church at Darbam, where he placed 
them in the room: of the Canons, whom he 
cxpelled for their lewd and lazy lives. Bar 
H 3 hz: 
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he did nor live to ſee his Church finiſhed, for 
he dyed inthe year 1095, two years after he 
had laid rhe Foundation. Then Ranalph 
Flambard, his immediare Succefſlor, favour- 
ing, and with all his might furthering ſo good 
a work, did in the 29. years that he was Bi- 
ſhop build the ſaid Church from the Foun- 
dation almoſt ro the Covering, Yer was it 
nor fnlly finiſhed till the rime that Nrcholus 
Farnam, or Feruham, was Biſhop, and The

goodly, fair, and ſumptuous Shrine, called 
the Feretory, or Feretcr, about three yard 
from 
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from the ground, on the back-fide of the 
great, or high Altar, which was at the Eafi- 
end of rhe Quire, where his Body was fſo- 
lmnly placed in an Iron Cheſt within the 
ſaid Shrine, and lay quietly without molefia- 
tion, till che Suppreflion of the Church, as 
is above related, And the ſaid Book of the 
four Evangeliſts, which fell into the Sea, 
and was {o miraculouſly brought to Land , 
and found again, was laid on the High Al 
car in the ſaid Monaſtical, and Abbey- 
Church of Durham, as a place moſt worthy, 
and a fir Monument to preſerve the memory 
of ſo great a Saint. And at the Weſt-end 
of the ſaid Church, Hugo, who was alſo 
called Pudeſay, Puſar, or de Puteaſo, Bithop 
of Durham , and Earl of Northumberland , 
King Stephez's Nephew , did build a very 
fair, and beautiful Chappel, which he dedi- 
cated ro the Virgin Mary, and was cal.ed 
the Gatrlee, or our Lady's Chappel, but now 
ſimply called the Conſiſtory. And there ina 
filver casker gtlt with gold, he laid the Bones 
of Venerable Bedez and creed a coltly ,

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The deſcription of the Tomb which W1l- 
liam Carlipho erefed in the Cloi- 
ſter-garth, till a fair Shrine might 
be made in his new Church, where

william Carlipho, Biſhop of Durham, be- 
fore he rook down the old Church, built by 
Biſhop Aldw:nus,did prepare a fair,and beau- 
titul Tomb, of Stone, 1n the Cloifter-gartb , 
a yard high from the ground , where Sr. 
Cuthbert was laid, until his Shrine was pre- 
pared for him 1n the new Church, that now 
1s, over which Tomb was laid a great, fair, 
and comcly broad Through-Marble ſtone. 
Bur when his Body was Tranflarcd to the Fe- 
retory, where it was in(hrined in honour of 
him, they made a goodly, large, and curi- 
ous Image, of Marble , repreſenting St, 
Cuthbert, very finely, and curiouſly pictur'd, 
and wrought inthe ſtone, with painting,and 
gilding very beautiful, ani cxcellent ro be» 
hold, in that form in which he was wont to 
lay Maſs, with his Murc on his head, and . 
his 
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his Crofier-ſtaff in his hand, and his other 
Veſtments, very curiouſly engraven on the 
ſaid Marble ; which after his body was in- 
ſhrined inthe new Church,was placed above 
the faid Tomb-ſtone ; and round abont the 
ſaid Tonb-ſtone, both at rhe fides, and at 
cither end, were ſet up near Stanchells, of 
Wood, joyned focloſe, thar one could not 
put in his hand berwixt one and the other , 
but might only look in and ſce that exquiſite 
Picture, which lay within them , . and was 
cover'd over above, all very finely, and cloſe- 
ly, like unto a little Chappel z or Church.

he had done many other of the Ancient Mo- 
ruments, t6 be defaced, and broken all co 
pieces, to the intent thar there, ſhould be no 
memory of token of that holy man, Sr. 
Cathbert, or of any man who formerly had 
been famous in the Church, and great Bene- 
fa&ors thereunto ( as the Priors, his prede- 
ceſlors were ) left whoſe and undefaced , 
in memory, or token of that holy man, St, 
Cuthbert, who was ſent, and brought thither 
by the power and will of Almighty God, 
and prov'd the ctcaſion of the Building of 
the ſaid Monaſtical Church, and Houſes 


where they have all their Livings, and com- 
modittes to live on at this day. 


The Eaft- Alley of the Cloiſters. 


It was many years after the Building of 
the Cloiſters ro the time of Bithop walter 
Skirlaw, who was firſt conſecrated Biſhop of 
Lichfield, He far there one year, and was 
tranſlated to ells, 14 fat there two years; 
and 
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and in September, 1388, he was removed to 
Durbam. He gave towards the Building of 
the Cloiſters two hundred pounds in his Life- 
time, and four hundred pounds in his Will , 
and he beſtowed allo two hundred and twen» 
ty pounds in the Building of the Dirrvuitory, 
He fate Biſhop of Durham eighteen years and 
died 1n the beginning of rhe year x 406. And 
afrcr him, Thomas Langley, Biſhop, gave t0 
the Building of the ſaid Cloiſters 838 1b, 
175. 64, Sothat theſetwo Biſhops were the 
two firft Founders, and Builders of the ſaid 
Cloiſters, and did bear all the charges of the 
Building , and Workmanſhip of the ſaid 
Work; and were the firſt that did cauſe 
(from the Cloiſter-door tothe Church-door) 
to be {ct in Glaſs in the Window the whole 
ſtory, and miracles of that holy man, St, 
li + from the day of his Birth to his

i his Mother lying in her Child-bed, and how 
{ char aftcr ſhe was delivered, the bright beams 
did ſhine from Heaven unto her, and upon 
\ rhe Child as he lay in che Cradle, infomuch,

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all on fire, the beams did ſhine ſo bright over 
all the Houſe, both within and withour: 
And the Bithop baptized the Child , and

Engliſh, CatÞbert. Biſhop's Name who | 


baprized, and had the keeping of the virtu- 


ous, and godly Child, was Evgentus, The 
Name of the City where St. Cuthbert was 
baptized, was Hardbrecunb, for he was bleſ- 
ſed of God even from his Mothers Womb, 


garth, and his Pictore thereupon, moſt live- 
ly to behold, to be a memorial of that holy 
man 3 thar every one that came through the 
Cloiſter might ſee all his Lite and Miracles, 
from his Birth, and Infancy, to his dying day. 
He was of a Princely ExtraRtion 5 for his 
Father 
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Father was a Prince,and his Mother a Prince's 
Daughter, as is aforeſaid 3 and may appear in 
the Hiſtory of the Church at large. Inthe 
| time of King Edward the ſixth, this ſtory was 
| pulld down by Dean Horr, and broken all 
f to pieces, Tor he could never abide any An- 
cient Monuments, Aﬀts, or Deeds, that 
gave any light of, or to godly Religion. 

There is allo in the Cieling of rhe ſaid 
Cloiſter, over head, cut in V ainſcor, the 
Arms of certain Biſhops, and Noble-men , 
as alſo Knights, and other men of Worſhip, 
who had bcltowed any thing upon that 
Church, 

There was a goodly Ccremony uſed by the 
Prior, and Monks, every Thursday before 
Eaſter, called Maundy-Thursday. There 
were eighteen poor aged men appointed to 
come to the Cloiſter- Abbcy that day, ha- 
ving their feet clean waihed, there to remain 
till ſuch time as the Prior, and whole Con- 
vent did come thither, art nine of the Clock, 
or thereabouts, the Aged men ſitting betwixe 
the Parlour-door and the Church-door-upon 
a long Form , which ſtood alwayes in the 
Church , beyond the Reveſtry-door , and 


was brought only on Maundy-T bursday = 
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the Cloiſter. The Prior and the Convent 
being come to the Cloiſter, afrer{ome pray- 
ers {aid, one of the Prior's Servants broughe 
a Bafin full of fair Water, and the Prior 
did waſh all the poor mens feer one after a 
nother,with his own hands,and dryed them 
with a Towell, and kiffed rixcir feet. Which 
done, he liberally beFow'd thirty pence in - 
money On every one of them, with feyen. 
Red Ferrings g-picee, ane did ferve them {/ 
himſelf with drink,three Toaves of bread,and | 
certain wafer-cakes. All which done, the 
Form was carried back into the Church, to 
the place whence it had been taken, that men 
might alſo fir on it there, when they came to 
hear Divine Service; which Form 1s yet re- 
maining under the Te-Deum-window,and the 
Clock. 

Allo,as you go out of the Cloiſter through 
an Entry to the Deans Lodging, atthe head 
of the ſtairs behind the door, called the Ve- 
ſher-door, on the right hand behind the faid 
door, there is another door going into the 
Regiſter, wherein certain old written Books 
of Records, and Evidences of the Menaſtt- 
cal houſe of Durham did lye; as alſo a Copy . 
of the Foundation of theHoſpital of — 
WIC 
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which was allo regiſtred in the ſaid Book of 
Records, and there to be found, if any mis- 
fortune ſhould happen to the Foundation of 
che ſaid Hoſpital of Greatham, The Keep- 


| -er of ſaid Regiſter-houſe was called George 


Baites, and he was alſo Clerk of the Fereto- 
ry at that time. And it was ever the Regiſter- 
Houſe, ll of late, that Mr. Tobias Matthew, 
Dean of Durbam, altered the ſtate of it unto 
x ig place, called the Farlour, as is afore- 
aid. 


The South-Alley of the Cloiſters. 


On the Sourh-ſ1de of the Cloiſters,adjoyn- 
ing to the Cloiſter-door, ſtood a Stool, or 
Scat,with four fcer,and a back of wood,made 
faſt in the Vall, for the Porter to fit in ; and 


| before the ſaid ſtool, it was boarded under- 


foor, for warmth. The laſt Porter was Ea- 
ward Pattinſon. From the ſaid ſtool Weſt 
ward, on the South-ſide, there was a fait 
long Bench, of ſtone, almoſt to the Frater- 
bouſe-door , whereon certain Children fate 
a-row,from one end to the orther,upon Maun- 
dy-Thursday , being made for rhar purpoſe. 


The whole Convent of Monks had every one 
a 
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a Boy aſſigned him, whoſe feet they were to 
waſh, and wipe with a Towel ; which done, 
they kiſſed theſaid Childrens feet, every one 
the tect that he had waſhed, and gave eyery 
Child thirty pence in money, and ſeven Red 
Herrings,and three loaves of bread, and eve= 
ry one a certain wafer-cake, the Monks ſery- 
ing every Child with drink themſelves. The 
Godly Commony thus ended, after certain 
prayers ſaid by the Prior , and the 
whole Convent, they did all depart in great 
holineſs. And at the end of the ſaid Bench, 
betwixt it and the Frater-bouſe-door, there 
was a fair Ambrie joyn'd in the Wall, and 
another on the other ſide of the ſaid door 

and all the fore-parts of the Ambries were 

thorow-carv'd-work, to give Air to the 

Towels, which were there kept for the Monks 

to dry their hands with before Meals. The 


i Stool and Bench Tob1as Matthew, Dean of 


Durham, caufed to be taken down, and made 
a5plain as the reſt of the floor of the Cloi- 
ker.

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The Frater-Houſe. 


In the Sourh-Alley of the Cloiſters is 2 
fair large Hall, called the Prater-Houſe,fancly 
Wainſcored on the North and Sourh-ſides, 
as alſo on the Weſt; and on either parr df 
the Frater- Houſe, there 15 a fair long Bench, 
bf Srone-Mafon-work , from the Cellar- 
door to the Pantry, or Covey-door. Abow 
the Bench is Wainfcor-work, two yards and 
a half in height, finely carved, and fer with 
etnbroider'd work $ and above the Wainfſca 
there was a fair large Piure of our Saviow 
Chriſt, the B. Virgin Mary, and St. Fobn, 
in five gilt work, and excellent colour; 
which PiQures , though waſh'd over with 
Lime, yet do appear through it, Thi 
Wainſcor-work hath engraven on the top d 
it, 7 bomas Caſtell, Prior, Anno Dom, 15,18, 
Menſfis Fulii, So that Prior Caft-1l Wainſco 
ted the Frater- Houſe round about, And 
within the ſaid Frater-Houſe-door , on tit 
left hand as one goes in, there is a ſtrong 
Ambric in the Stone-wall , where a great 
Mazer, called the Grace-cup, did ſtand,whid 
did Service to the Monks every day , aft

Grace was faid, ro drink in round the Table, 
Which Cup was largely, and finely edg'd 
abour with filver, and double-gilt with golds 
arid 'many more large and reat Mazers,after 
the fame ſort; amongſt which was a goodly 
great Mazer, called Judas-Cup, cdg'd abour 
with Tilver , and double-gilt, with a foor

Frater- Houſe, 1n their daily Service, at theit 
D:.t, and at their Table. And all the aid

Alſo, in the Ea(t-end of the Frater- Houſe 
ſtool a fair Table, with a Shrine of Wain-

upto it, to an Iron Desk there, on which 
lay che Holy Bible, WV hch reading being 
ended, the Maſter did rowl a gilt Bell hang- 
Ing over his head, thereby giving warning to 
one of che Novices to come to the high Table 
and fay Grace 5 which done, they deparzed 
to their Books.

Adjoyning to the Eaſt-fide of the Conduir- 
door hung a Bell rocall the Monks, ar'tleven 
of rhe Clock, ro come and'waſh, beforedin- 
ner, having their Cloſers, or Ambries, on 
ceithct ſ1Je of che Frater- Houſe-door, oh' the 
our-{ide within the Cloifter ,, kepr alwiyes

In the Ncrth-fide of the Cloiſters, from 
the corner over againk the Church-door, to 
the corner over againſt the Dorrer-door,was, 
from the height of the ſole within, a little of 
the ground umto the Clotfter=garth, all findly 
glazed, and 4n every VVincow three Pews, 
or Carrcls, where every one of the. Old 
Monks had his Carrel ſeveral by himſelf ; «© 
which, having dined, they did reſort, and 
there ſtudy their Books, every one in his 
Carrel, all the Afternoon, till Even-ſong- 
time, Andthis was their cxcrciſe every day. 
Their Pews, or Carrcls, were finely Wain» 
lcoted, and very cloſe; thefore-fide having 
carved work, of Vainſcor, to let in lighr 
w their Carrels, and in every Carrel was a 
Desk to lay their Books on. And the Car- 
rels were no greaterthan from one Sranchel 
to another of the Window. Oppoſite to 
the Carrel, againſt the Church-wall, ſtood 
certain great Ambries, of Wainſcot, full of 
Books,as well the Ancient written DoGorsof 
the Church,as other prophane Authors,with 
divers other holy mens works. So that every

The Weſt-Alley of the Cloiſters. 


In the Weſt-fide of the Cloiſter , South 
of the Do:tcr-door, alittle diſtant fromrhe 
ſaid door, there is a ſtrong Houſe, called the 
Treaſury , where all the Treaſure of the 
Houſe,while it was a Religious Houſe, did 
lye, having a ſirong door, and two ſtrong 
Locks. Within the ſaid Treaſury was a 
ſtrong Iron grate , ſer faſt in the ground- 
work, in the Roof, and in either Wall, the 
breadth of the Houle, ſo faſt' as not to te 
broken; and in the midſt of the Grate a door 
of Iron, according to the Workmanſhip of 
the Grate, with a ſtrong lock upon it, and 
two great ſhuts of Iron for the ſaid door. 
And within the ſaid Grate was a four-ſquare 
Table, cover'd with green cloath, for the 
telling of their Mony, Within this Treaſury 
were likewiſe the Evidences of the Houle, 
and the Chapter-Scal, as alſo the Evidences 
of ſcvcral Gentlemens Lands in the Coun- 
erey, who thought them ater there than in 
ther own Cuſtody. Over

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Over againſt the ſaid Treaſury-door was a 
fair Stall, of Vainſcot, were the Novices 
were taught. And the Malicr of the No- 
vices had a pretty Seat, of Wainſcor, ad- 
joyning to the Sourh-{ide of the 1reatury- 
Door, over againſt the ſtall, where the No- 
vices fate, And there he taught the ſaid No- 
vices, both Forenoon, and Afternoon, No 
Strangers, or other Perſons were ſuffered ro 
moleſt, or trouble the ſaid Novices, or | 
Monks, in their Carrels, whule they were ar 
their Books within the Cloifter. For, to | 
that purpoſe, there was a Porter appointed | 
to keep the Cloiſter-door. 


The Dorter, Dortoir, or Dormitory, ' | 


On the Weſt-ſide of -the Cloiſter there: 
was a large Houſe, called the Doyter, where | 
the Monks and Novices lay, every Monk ta-

tlic ſaid Dorter was a fair {quarc ſtone, where- 
{in werea dozen Crcſlers wroug|:t in the ſtone,

| Cooks, as they needed, to give light to the 
| Monks, and Novices, when they arofe to 
| their Mattins at Mid-night, and for their 
| other neccſlary uſes. 

There was alſo a large, and decent place, 
adjoyning to the Weti-tiJe of the ſaid Dor- 
ter, towards the warcr, for the Monks, and 
Novices to reſort to, called the Privies, two 
great Pillars of ſtone bzaring up the whole 
floor thereot. Every Scat, and Partition 
was of Wainſcor, cloſe on either fide, ſo 
that they could not ſec oneanother when they 
wcre in that place, There were as many

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Sears On eirher ſide as chere were little VVin- 
dows in- the Wall to give light to the ſaid 
Sears z which afterwards were walled up, ro 
make the Houſe moredole. Ar the Weſt- 
end of it there were three fair glaſs Win- 
dows, and on the Sourh-fide, over the ſaid 
Sears another fair glals Window ; which 
great windows gave |:ght tothe whole Houſe. 
« Allo mthe Dorter, every night, there was 
2 privy ſcarch made by the Sob-Prior, who 
call d at every Monk's Chamber, to ſee good 
order kept; and that none ſhould be wanring. 
The floor of the Dortey was pav'd with fine 
tile-Rone. * The Sub-Prier's Ohamber was 
che firſt 11 the PoRter, ther he might the bet- 
rey ſee good order kept. 

The Sub»Prier alwaycs 'Din'd and Supp'd 
with the whole Convent, andfate arthe-up- 
per-end of the - Table z and when Supper 
was done, Which was alwayes at five of the 
Clock, upon'zhe ringing of a Bell, to give 
warning 'tO'{ay Grace, they all went co'the 
Chapter-honſe to; meet the Prior, there ro 
tihniin in Prayer and Devotton, till ſix of 
the Clock-Ar'which time, upon the ringing

There was alſo at the Weſt-end of the 
Frater- Houſ , hard within the Frater- Houſe- 
door, another door, at whichthe old Monks, 
or Convent went in, and ſo upa Greele, 
with an iron Rail ro hold them by, into a 
Loft, which was at the Weti-end of the 
Frater- Hoſe, above the Cellar, where, the 
ſaid Convent and Monks Dincd, and Supp'd

Houſe, into the Loft over the Cellar.

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- men percaining ro the ſaid Houle had 
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Priſon for rhe fpace of a whole year , in 
Chains, withour any Company , fave that 
of the Maſter of the Farmary, who let down 
his mcat through a trap-door, by a cord,be- 
ing a great diftance from thoſe who were in 


the Priſon. And if any of the Temporal 
offend- 


ed in any of the premiſes aforeſaid, they 
wcre puniſhed by rhe Temporal Law.

There was a famuu- Houſlc of Hoſpitality, 

called rhe Gueſt-Hall, within the Abbey- | 
garch of Durbam, on the VV'&ſt fide towards | 
the Warer, the Terrer of rhe Houſe being | 
Maſter thereof s as being appointed to give 
entertainment to all ſorts, Noble, Gentle, 
and of what Degree ſoever, that came thither 
as Strangers ; their entertainment not being {! 
inferiour to any place in Z»gland, borh for 
the goodneſs of their Diet, the Sweer, and 
dainty Furniture of cher Lodging, and ge- 
nerally, all things neceflary tor 1ravellers. 
And with all this entertainment, they com- 
manded nor any one to depart, while he con-= 
tinued of honeſt, and good behaviour. This 
Hall 1s a goodly brave place, like unto the 
body of a Church, ſupported on either fide

| by very fair Pillars; and in the midft of the 
| Hall was a large Range for the fire. The 
Chambers, and Lodgings belonging to it 
were molt ſweerly kept, and ſo richly Fur- 


| inz c{pecially one Chamber, called the 
| King's Chamber, deſerving that name, in thar 
| a King mglir well have lain in ir. The 
Viduals tizart ferved the Gueſts came from 
the great Kitchin of the Prior, the Bread, 
| and Beer from lis Pantry, and Cellar. If 
' th.y were of Honour, they were ſerved as 
' Honourably as the Prior himſelf; otherwiſe, 
| according to their ſeveral Qualitics, The 
| Terrer had ccrtain men appointed to wait at 
his Table, and to artend upon all his Gueſts, 
and Strangers 3 and for their berter entertain- 
nient, he had evermore a Hogſhead, or two,

The Prior ( whoſc Hoſpitality was ſuch 
as that there needed no Gueſt-Hall for the 
entcrrainment of thoſe that came to him ) 
kept a moſt honourable, and noble Houſe, 
being attended by Gentlemen, and Ycomen, 
and the beſt of fe Countrey, fo great were 


the liberalitics, and benevolences of his 
Houſe» 


| niited, that they were nor unpleaſant to lye 
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Houſe-keeping , thar conſtant Relief, and 
Alms were alwaycs open, and free ; not on- 
ly to the poor of the City of Durham, bur to 
all the poor people of the Countrey beſides, 

The Lord Prior had two Porters, one of 
his Hall-door, called Robert Smith ; the other 
of the Uſher-door, as you go from the grear 
Chamber tothe Church, called Kobert Clark ; 
which ewo were the Jaſt Porters to the laſt 
Prior, 

There were certain Children , called the 
Children of the Almery, who only were 
brought up in Learning, and relieved with 
the Alms, and Benevolence of the whole 
Houſe; having their meat and Drink in a 
Loft on the North-fide of the Abbey-Gares, 
before the Suppreſſion of the ſaid Houſe, or 
Abbey 3 which Loft had a long Porch 
over the Stair-head , flated over 3 and at 
either fide of the ſaid Porch, or Entry, there 
was a ſtairs togo upto it, anda Stable un» 
derneath the ſaid Almery, or Loft, having 


a door, and an Entry into it under the Stair- 


head; which ar the Suppreſſion of the Houle 
became Mr. Stephen Morley's Lodging. Nor 
long after the Suppreſſion he alter'd it, and 
wok dowa the Porch, and the two Greeces, 
| K thar 
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that went to the ſaid Almery, or Loft, and 
made his Kitchin where the Stable was, and 
his Butcery where the ſaid Almery, or Lofr 
| was above. And the ſaid Children went

Week at Mazgdales's Chappel, nigh Keap- 
year, and once in the week at a Chappetl at 
Kim" leſnorth, And the meat and drink of 
the forcſaid Children was what the Maſter of 
the Novices, and the Monks had lefr, and 
rclerved ; ahd it was carricd in at a door ad- 
jovning to rhe great Kitchin-window, into a 
Jirtic Vaulr ar the VV eſt-end of the Frater- 
Horſe, like unto a Pantry, called the Covey, 
and ad a window within it, where one, or 
two of the Children did receive their meat 
and drink of the ſaid Clerk our of the ſaid 
Covey, or Pantry-window fo called, and car- 
ried it tothe Almery, or Loft z which Clerk 


did wait upon them every meal, to ſee they

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There wete four Aged Women , whe 
livd inthe Farmary, without the South-gate 
of the Abbey of Durham, every one having 
herſeveral Chamber to lye in, being found 
and fed only withthe Rehicf that came from 
the Prior's own mo .

Monk one $ and the Prior had a marvellous 
rich one of cloath of gold;which he was not 
able to go upright with, for the weightincfs 
thereof, bur one held irup on every fide. He 
had his Crurch,(or Crofier-ſtaff) in his hand, 
being of filver, double-gilr, :with a rich Mi- 
tre on his head... , Alſo St; Bede's Shripe,thar 
boly Relique, was carried in the ſaid Proceſ= 
ſion by four Monks, on their ſhoulders. Orher

Proceſſion came our of the North-door of the 
Avbey-Church,& went through the Church: 
yard, & down Ly-gate,by the Bow-Church-end, 
and up the Souch-Barly, and. at the Abbey- 
gare>, where ſtooda great number of peopie, 
men, and women, and Children, with great 
Reverence, and D-votion 3a good fight to be- 
hold: and fo it went through tae Albbey-garth, 
with a number of men to;lowing ir, bur no 
Women were ſuffer'd ro go further rhen the 
Abbey-gates3 and ſo through the Cloiſter 
into the Church, | 

And upon Whitſunday there was the like ge- 
neral Procefſion,: with the ſame ſolemnirics 
as had been obſcrved on Holy- 7 bursday, with 
St, Bede's 5hrine, St. Ca:hbert's Banner, and 
all rhe holy Reliques ; as the Image of St. 
Oſwald, and the Image of St, Ardan, and the 
holy Relique of St. Margaret's Croſs, with 
divers others, . 

On Trini'y Sunday alſo, there was another 
eneral Proceſſion, as aforeſatd, with all the 
orelaid Reliques, taking the ſame circuit as 

the forc-mentioned, 
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St, Cuthbert's Shyine defaced. 

The ſacred Shrine of holy $t. Cuthbert , 
before mentioned, was defaced art the Viſita- 
tion which Dr. Lee, Dr, Henley, and Mr, 
Blithmas held at Durbam, for the ſubverring of 
{uch Monuments,in the time of Hexrythe 8:6. 
at his ſuppreſſion of rhe Abbeys, They there 
found many worthy, and goodly Jewels, bur 
clpccially one prectous ſtone, which, by the 
eſtimarc of thoſe three Viſitors,and their «k1]- 
ful Lapidarics, was of value ſufficient ro Ran» 
ſom a Prince. After theſpoul of his ornaments, 
& Jewels, coming'near unto his Body,ttunk= 
ing to have found nothing bur duſt,and bones, 
& finding the Cheſt that he lay in very firong- 
ly bound with Iron, the Goldſmith _ a 
great fore-hammer of a Smith, broke the ſaid 


Cheſt 5 and when they had opened it, they 


found him lying whole, uncorrupt, with his 
face bare, and his beard, as it were of a fort- 
nizhr's growth, and all his Veſiments abour 
him, as he was accuſtomed to ſay Maſs, & his 
Metwand of gold lying by him. When the 
Goldſmith perceived he had broken one of his 
leggs,: as he broke open the Cheſt, he was. 
troubled at ir,and cried, Ala*! I have broken' 
one of his leggs. Dr. Herly, hearing him ſay 
lo, called upon him, and bid him caſt _ | 
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his Bones, Wherero the other anſwer'd, that 
he could nor ger them aſunder 3 for the ſfinews 
and the Skin held themſo that they would nor 
come alunder. Then Dr. Lee ſtep'd up to ſee 
whether it were fo, and turning about, ſpake 
in Latize to Dr, Henley,that he was entirezyer 
Dr. Henley wquld not give credit to his words; 
bur ſtill cry'd to have his. bones caſt down, 
Then Dr, Lee made anſwer, it you'will not 
believe me,- come up,your ſelf, and ſee him. 
Whereupon Dr, Hezley ftep'd up to himyand 
did handle him, and-found that he lay whole. 
hen he commanded them to take num downz 
and (© it happened, contrary to their expeta- 
tion, that not only his Body was whole, and 
gncorrupted, bur alſo that the NV<fiments, 
wherein his Body lay,and wherein he was ac- 
cuſtomed toſay Maſs, were fre(h, fate, and 
not conſumed, Whereupon the Vrſitors com- 
{manded him to be carried into the Revelſtry,, 
where he was cloſe and fafcly kept in the-in- 
cr part of the Reviſtry , t:11 rhey knew the 
ing's further pleaſurc, what to do with him; 
an: upon notice of the King's further pleaſure, 
the Prior, and the Monks buried him in the 
ground under the fame place where his Shrine 
was Cxaltcd, | c 
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The Shrine of St, Bede defaced, 

In like manner the Shrine of holy St, Bede, 
before mentioned,was alſo defaced by the ſaid 
Vilicors,and as the ſame ſuppreſſion, his bones 
being inrerr'd under the ſame place where his 
Shrine was before creed; There are two 
ſtones that were of St. Bede's Shrine in the 
Galilee, of blew Marble, which after the de» 
facing thereof, were brought into the Body of 
the Church, and lye now over againft the 
Eaſt-moſt Tomb of the Nevels, joyned both 
together. The'upper-moſt ſtone of the ſaid 
Shrine hath three holes in every correr, for 
Irons to be faſten'd in, to guide the covering. 
when it was drawn up, or let down, where- 
upon did ftand St; Bede's St.xrine, The other 
isa plain Marble-ſtone, which was loweſt, & 
lay above a little Marble Tomb, whereon the 
lower end of the five ſmall Pillars did Rand; 
whuch Pillars did alſo ſupport the upper-moſt 
ſtone. Theſe ſtones now lye both together,(as 
is aforcfaid ) end-wayes, belore the place 
where Feſus-Altar flood.

| The Proceſſion upon Corpus Chriſti day, within 
| the Church and City of Durham, before the 

Suppreſſion of the Abbey-Church, 

There was a goodly Proccſſion upon the 
Place, or Palace-Green, on the Thursday af- 
ter T74nity-Sundiy, in the honour of Corpus- 
Chrifti-d.y, which was a principal fcaſt arthat 
time, The Bayliff of the Town did and in the 
To booth, and did call all the Occupations, 
that w re Inhabicants within the Town,every. 
occupation in its degree, to bring forth their 
Banners, with all their Lights appertaining ro 


thcir ſcycral Banners, and to repair to the 
Abbcy- 
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Abbey-Church-door.Every Banner did: 

4-row in irs degree, from the Abbey-Church-. 
door to vinbllelgare 3 on the Welſt-(ide * 
of che way did all ttie Banners ſtand, and on } 
the Eaſt-fide of che way all che Torches flood | 
pcrraining ro the ſaid Banners, There wasalſo 
a goudly Sfirine in St. Nicholas — | 
puntcd ro be carried the ſaid day in Procefh- | 
on,called Corpss-Chyifti-Shrine,all fincly gilt, 
and a goodly thing ro behold 5 and on the 
height of the ſaid Shrine there was a four- 
{quare box, of Chryſtal, wherein was inclo- 
ſed the holy Sacrament of the Altar. And it 
was carried the ſaid day by four Prieſts up to 
the Palace-Green, the whole Proceſſion of all 
the Churches in the ſaid Town going before 
it, And when it was come a little ſpace with- 
in #1,d:ſbell-gate, it did fland full, * Then 
was $t, / wthbert's Banner brought forth, with 
| two goodly fair Croffes to meer it ; and the 
Prior, and +. onvent, withthe whole compa- 
| ny of the Quire, all in their beſt Copes, did 
meet the ſaid Shrine , falling down on their 
| knees, and praying. The Prior did fetch ir, & 
| then carrying it forward to the Abbey- 
Church, the Prior, and Convent, with all ttc 
Quire following it,it was ſct inthe Quire, & 
| folemn Service done before it, and i e-Deum 
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folemnly ſung, & play'd on the Organs, evety 
' man praiſing God, Andall the Banners of the 
F Occupations did follow the ſaid Shrine intothe 
_ Church, going round about St. Cuthbert's.Fe- 
 retory, their Torches being, lighted, and burn- 
ing all che ſervice time.. Then was it carried 
thence, with the ſaid Proccfſion of the T own, 
back to the place whence it came,all the Ban- 
ners of the Occupations following it. And 
they ſet it again in the Churchz after which, 
all having made their praycrs to God, and be- 
ing departed, the ſaid, $hrine was carried into 
the Reveſtry, where ir remained till chat time 
twelve-moneth. , : © beta dt 
Afterwards, in the firſt year ,of -King Ed- 
ward the ſixth,there were certain. Commiſſio-. 
ners 2ppointcd to deface. all ſuch Ornaments 
as were left in the Pariſh-Churches at Dur- 
ham, undcfaced in the former Viſitation. The 
Commilſſioners were Dr. Harvey, & Dr,#b:t- 
by. Dr. Harvey called for the ſaid Shrine, & 
when it was broughe before him, hedid tread 
upon it with his feet, - and broke itall to. 
pieces, with divers other Ornaments pertain- 
ing to the Church. 
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
